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A. Statement 


The earliest work available to day on Phala 
Jyotisa is one of Varahamihira The learned author 
refers to the names and views of some of his prede- _ 
cessors in® his Brkajjataka and the Brhgtsamhita 
and claims that his works contain synthetical, com 
prehensive and full study of what his predecessors 
have stated elaborately and at length. The successors 
of Varahamihira also claim the same merits for 
their works. Thus, beginning from Varahamihira, 
the¥e are various awthors and their works on Phala 
Jyotisa and by their study we find that there is a 
number of contradictions on every topic in these - 
works. Every independent work on the subject has 
added some more conflicting opinions on various 
topics in Phala Jyotiga and it is difficult and puzz- 
ling for a student of Phala Jyotisa to decide which 
of the conflicting views is correct or preferable to 
other views in absence of any authority of universal 
acceptance overruling some of the conflicting texts. 
It is, therefore, very necessary to point out and to 
study the conflicting texts and to reconcile, justify 
or to reject (as the case may be) the various views 
differing from one another to arrive at correct 
predictions. 

2 Some‘of the important contradictory texts have 
been pointed out and an attempt is made to reconcile a 
them in this Essay. Where reconciliation of the texts is 
not possible, the views are logically and scientifically, 
examined and groufids are stated for rejecting a parti: 
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cular view andalso for accepting the other. The general 
rules on every topic: useful for understanding the 
nature of the conflict between the texts and®the 
context have been narrated and thus, the Essay in 
this way, gives an analytical as well as synthetical 
. Study of rules of the important subjects. on Phala 
Jyotisa. la no works on Jyotisa, we find “the narra- 
tion of the underlying principles on which the rules 
for reading the nativity have been based. While 
irying to consider the conflicting authorities an 
attempt is also made in this Essay to find out and 
explain the underlying principles governing these 
rules. Thus, the Essay contributes to the genetral 
knowledge of the science of Phala Jyotisa firstly, 
by pointing out the confjicting texts on various 
topics on Phala Jyotisa and by reconciling them 
(or where reconciliation is not possible, by explaining? 
which of the texts is correct) and secondly, by trying 
to explain the principles on which various important 
rules of phala Jyotisa are supposed to have been 
worked out. No body has, so far, attempted this and 
thus, the whole of this Essay is an original research 
work which helps towards the advancement of the 
study of the science of Phala Jyotisa and it throws 
new light on the subject of the application of the 
rules of the science for all practical ace to 
arrive at correct predictions.

Chapter 1 = Introductory. 


Jyotisa had its own schoolof philosophy known 
as Kala-Vada the origon of which can be traced 
to the Atharva veda and the Swetaswaara Upanisad. 
In this School the lafinite Time is described as the 
Supreme Being. What Brahma is to the Vedanta, 
Kala was to the Jyotisa. In Phala Jyotisa this Kala 
is personified as Kala Purusa, and the Rasis and 
the planets are said to be the limbs and attributes 
of the Purusa. : 


On the strength of the Vedanga Jyotisa 
modern scholars think that only the astronomical 
side of Jyotisa Sastra was known to the ancient 
Indians, but that view is not correct, because in the 
Vedig times the Jyotisa Sastra was resorted to find 

the correct time for performing a Yajia 
to assure the Yajamana of tts phala. 


Chapter Il. : Planets. 


The Jyotisa Sastra recognises the influence of 
the Planets on the life and destiny of human 
beings but at the same time it believes in the 
Philosophy of Karman preacheg in the Hinud 


® 
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Scriptures and takes the Planets as only the 
indicators and not the makers of human destiny. 
Recognitior® of Rahu and Ketu in the Phala Jyotisa 
is very late. It came-only after the age of Kalyana 
Varman. Thus their importance increased ‘with 
the introduction of the new methods of the 
Dasas 4nd Bhukti based on the movement 

of the Moon. Mars is recognised by Yavana 
to be of the sativa disposition, and by Satya 
to be of | tamas disposition. However, it being a 
planet of war it is a Ksatriya, and the view taking 
it to be of sattva disposition may be upheld, as it 
would be in keeping with the philosophy of the 
Gunas as accepted by indian philosophers. like Sri 
Sankara and others. Mercury is considered to be a 
Vaisya by some and a Suadra by others. The caste 
of this planet should be judged on the basis of its 
associations and hence it is a Vaisya with a subha 
planet and a Sadra with an a-subhka one. 


Chapter Ill : Rasis (Zodiacal Signs) and Houses. » 


There are contradictions among the’ authors. 
on the Phala Jyotisa on the point of the castes of 
the Rasis, viz., Vrsabha, Mithuna, Karkata, Kadsa, 
Tula, Dhanus aad Mina. Vaidyanatha, stating that 
Mina, Vrsabha, and Vrscika belong to the caste of 
Brahmanas, Dhanus, Mesa and Simha to the caste 
of Ksatriya, Kumbha, Mithuna and Tula to the caste 
of Vaisyas and Kanya, Makara and Karkata to the 
caste of Stidras, differs from the general view but 
his view cannot be accepted, because the view 
classifying the Ragis into different’ castes onithe 
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‘ ae 
consideration of their nature and the position of 
their being in «trine to one’ another appears 


apparently to be more reliable. - 


Venkatesa differs from other authors on the 
point of Inimical and Friendly Houses for determ- 
ining the Taikaliki Maitri, Radical Relationship of 
ihe Planets, His view that the Planets in the second 
and twelfth Houses are Inimical while those in the 
fifth and ninth Houses are Friendly is more 
scientific as it is based not only on the consider- 
ation of the vicinity of the Houses but also on the 
mutual aspects the Planets will have on one ano- 
ther in this position, a factor which has escaped 
the consideration of Varahamihira and others. The 
views of-the author of the Madhyama Parasari 
taking tht fifth and the ninth Houses as governing 
the matters relating te the materaal uncle and the 
father of the native respectiely cannot be supported 
because the sixth House being the third from the 
fourth House and the tenth House being the seventh 
from the fourth House (the House of the mother) 
must be taken as Houses governing the Maternal 
ugg and the father respectively. 


Garga’s view that the third, sixth, tenth and 
eleventh Houses may be teken as Upzcaya Houses 
only ifthey are not asnected by malefics is not correct 
because these Houses are aie named as

Chapter IV. Satika or Natal Horoscopy. 


The Yoga indicating the father’s absence at 
the time of birth is caused according to Varaha- 
mihira by the position of ihe Moon between Mercury 
and Venus and accordiug to Balabhadsa by her 
position betwecn the Sun and Mars; but the con- 
tradiction is removed if we take these views as 
applying to the cases ot night births and day 
births respectively. The author of the Uttarakalamrta 
improves upon the view of Vaidyanatha by saying 
that the Yoga indicating the absence of the father 
is formed when the Moon is aspecting the 
Ascendant and at the sametime when she is posit- 
ed either in the eighth or in the ninth and thus 
saves the latter’s view from boardering on imposs-, 
ibility or absurdity. Differeat rules given in the 
Jatakaparijata, the Jatakatattva, the Sarvarthacin- 
tamani and the Uttarakalamrta in regard to the 
planetary position indicating the number of 
the midwives present at the time of birth and also 
in regard to the Yogas determining the illegitiniacy 
of the child may be taken as alternatives rather 
than as contradictions as they differ only in detar 
and not in principle. 


Chapter V: Viyoni Janma or Animal Birth. 


Kalyana Varman’s view in Saravali Lill. 4 and 
* adding “va’’ so as to split up the Yoga of Viyoni 
Janma described by other authors into two may be 
taken as an improvement on,the old view and. 
arsived at by personal observation. The words © 
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“ATRAPI” in Brhajjataka Ill. 2 suggest that the 
verse is to be read in context with the succeeding 
verst. This anvaya of the verse removes the 
conflict between Varahamihira and Kalyana Varman 
(Brhajjataka Ill. 2 and Saravali LIlI 4). If “BH AGA” 
in Brahajjataka Ill 2 is taken as meaning ‘A 
Rasi’ the Conflict between this verse and the view 
cf the Sarvarthacintamani on this point is set at rest. 


Chapter VI: Bhava Phala of the Planets. 

Venkateéa’s view that the malefics. in the evil 
Houses produce bad results while the benefics in 
these H-uses are pot bad, removes the conflict 
between Varahamihira and Kalyana Varman on the 
point of the effect of the position of the malefics 
in the evil (the sixth, the eighth and the twelfth ) 
Houses. Yarahamihira is self-contradictory in regard 
to the effect of the position of the malefics in the 
sixth House and his view in the latter work, viz., 
the Laghujataka may be taken as his last say on 
the point. Conflicting views in regard to the Bhava 
Phala of the Planets may be reconciled in conside- 
ration of the nature of the Planet and also the 
nature of the House concerned. 

Chapter VII: Longevity. 


The view of Keéava Diivagiia and Vaidya atha 
that a child meets an early death though the same. 
is not indicated by its planets can not be upheld, 
because this would also mean that Science can not 
show accurate results and it would also render 
futile the rale for determining the year, month) ani 
day of death found in the ‘works on Jotisa. et 
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Maximum ‘period of human life should be taken 
as 120 years and not 7) as opined ‘by the mogera 
palmists The Rule of average longevity can not 
have any application in predicting life events of 
individuals. [here are some contiadictions in regard 
to the Yggas of short life in the works en Jyotisa, 
but they may be taken as alternatives or 
supplementary to one other as they differ only in 
description and not in material principle. Venkatesa’s 
view that a child with a Raja Yoga born in an 
ordinary family meets an early death is not acceptable 
as it indirectly indicates that the Science is not 
meant for universal application. 

Chapter Vill: Asceticism. 

Mantregwara’s view that the yoga of 
Asceticism is formed only if one of tne four conjo- 
ined planets happens to be the Lord of fhe tenth 
House, deserves to be commended in preference to 
other views because if the Lord of the House of 
Karman is involved in Planetary War, it effects 
cessation of all activities, which in Indian Philosophy 
is known to mean ascetiasm. 

In experinece it is found that the Yogaqoi 
Asceticism also occurs due to the position of Jup ee 
in the ninth House aspecting the Moon and Saturn 
and aspected by Saturn thongh the Ascendant is 
not aspected by Saturn a condition which is 

. necessary according to the Indian authors on Jyotisa). 
-. Chapter IX: Configurations or Yogas. 

Vaidyanatha gives equal footing to the Moola. 

Trikona position of the planet alohg with its svagria | 
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and ucca posifio as and opines that five Mahapurusa 
Yogas are formed when the planet is posited in its 
acca Of svagrha or Moola Trikona. This indicates 
progress in Indian view on the point. 


The Effects of conjunctions can be summed 
up as foll8ws:-Conjunctions of benefics are, if not 
good, not bad; those of malefics are seldom good 
and those of malefics and benefics produce mixed 
results The planetary relations of the conjoined 
planets are also useful in determining the question 
of the effect of the conjunctions when contradictions 
on*this point are to.be solved. 

Varahamihara is self-contradictory in his 
Brhajjataka and Laghujataka when he describes 
the Raja Yoga on the position of three or more 
planets ™ the Radix but the conflict may be solved 
as opined by Jivanatha who says that three 
exalted planets make the native a knig only if 
born In a king’s family while four or more exalted 
planets show the same result irrespective of the 
family of the native. 

Capter X The Moon, 
2 The System of Candrarasiniryana is open to 


many objections and is not acceptable on any 
logical grounds. 


- Kemadrumabhanga or the Kalpadruma Yoga 
recognised by Dhundhiraja is mot of universal 
recognition. It reduces the Kemadruma Yoga to the 
extent of physical impossibility and hence att = 

not acceptable. te are 
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The Effect a a planet is either modified or 

- fatensified by the Vedha or the Gogara position of 
the planet; kence no correct prediction can be made 
on the Dasa Phala without a reference to the 
Gocara Phala of the planet concerned. The Goeara: 
Phala should be considered only on the consideration’ 
of the Astaka Varga Phala of the planet? 

The difference of opinion regarding the effect 
of the Moon’s position in a particular Naksatra can 
be reconciled in view if the good or evil nature 
of the Naksatra in question. 


Chapter XI: Fortune and professions. $ 
The list of professions governed by various 
planets as described by Varahamihira is revised by 
Mantreswara who adds some more professions to 
the list by his personal experience and observation.- 
The western method on this point taking into 
consideration the . nature of Signs occupied by the 
majority of planets and the view of taking into 
account the Oriental and the Occidental positions 
of the planets is not found in Indian Jyotisa. 
Chapter XII: 
Stri-Jataka or Female Horoscopy. _ Men 
The ninth House is useful in Female Horoscopy 
to determine whether the native will have any 
male child or not, while the fifth House indicates 
the general happiness of the children. The fourth 
* House also indicates the chastity of the woman. 


_ The Triméaméa is very useful to determine the- 
character and happiness of the woman, Contradt. 
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cfions in regard, to the effect of the Lords of the 
Trinsigaméa found in the works on Jyotisa may be 
reconciled on the basis of four general rales which 
can pe derived from a study of the principles on 
which the description of the effects is supposed to 
have been® worked out. A 


; The compound word *‘SUKRENDU” in 

Brhajjataka XXIV. 10 does not give the meaning 
“either the Moon er Venus” as interpreted by Mr. 
V. Subrahmanya Sastri. The Yoga formed by the 
conjunction of Mercury and the Moon in the seventh 
House indicating the immoral lite of a prostitute 
which the native lives, may be taken as an additi- 
onal Yoga to one describe! in Brhajjataka XXIV 
10, Similary theYogas describing the conditions for 
haying diseased womb as mentioned in the various 
works on Jyotisa may also be taken as so many 
alternatives. 


Chapter Xill: The Tajika. 


The Hindus have borrowed the Tajika from the 
Yavanas and as we have no knowledge of the 
pripeiples on which the system is worked out, we 
may resort to the Jataka School when we may 
find contradictions in the Bhava Phala of the 
planets described in the various works on Tajika. 
The view taking Yavana as a final authority in the 
Kali Age is not logical. 

Chapter XIV: The Nasta Jataka.

. Chapter XV: The Dasas. ° 

Before the 16 th Century A. D. wher the new 
methods of Dasas like the Astottari, Viméottari, yogini, 
etc. based on the movement of the Moon were found 
out the Indian astrologers like Varahamihira and others. 
relied on the Dasas calculated on the comparative 
Bala ( Power ) of the Ascendant, the Sun and the 
Moor at the time of the birth. The Astottari method 
suffers from some inherent defects as it takes into 
account the Abhijit Naksatra and it is, therefore, 
not much reliable. The Viméottari, the Kaladasa or 
any other method may be used only on the 
varification of the correctness of the results. If the 
Astottari is to be used, the Dasa should be worked 
out tc begin with Krttika and not with Magha. 


The effect of a planet cannot be taken as gong 
or bad simply on the basis of the benefic or malefic 
nature of the planet, The contradictions in the 
works on Jyotisa in regard to the effect of the

Branch:s. logy 1 Again these three Branches of 
_ Jyotisa include a variety of subjects. 
Siddhanta includes all types and methods of Mathe- 
matics and also what we may call ‘Philosophy of 
Astronomy’ ( Gola-Varnana . Samhita covers the 
scope of the Mundane Astrology of the West and 
also deals with the suojects useful for knowing the 
future and charactristics of the individuals revea'ed 
by certain happenings in the objects of Nature. 
palmistry and physiognomy and the behaviour of 
the animals on certain occasions etc. By Hora what 
is generally understood is Genethliacal Astrology 
including [ajika and Prasna Jyotisa. It may be 
observed that Muhoorta-Vidya and Va tu-Vidya 
form the part of Samhita Jyotisa.

5. Jyotisa had its own school of Philosophy 
known as Kala-Vada.

6. Thus, according to the Kala -Vaia every thing 
in the universe exists due to Kala which is the supreme 
éntity just like the Brahman in the Vedanta school. 


7. in the works of Astrology, Kala is imagined 
to possess human form and the Rasis ‘Zodiacal Signs) 
are imagined to be the limbs of the Kala Purusa.* 
According to Varahamihira, the Sun, the Moon, 
Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, Venus, and Saturn are Sout, 
Mind, Valour, Speech, Happiness, Enjoyment, and 
Miséry of the Kala Purusa respectively.” Kalyana 
Varman adds one more attribute to the list and 
describes Rahu as the Intoxication of the Kala purusa.* 
It may be sdid that the Hindoo mind imagined every 
thing-even objects of Nature etc., from the Vedic 
times after human personation and in the Science 
of Jyotisa the YNFINITE TIME Personified as 
Kala purusa reminds us of the old Hindoo tradition.

_Para’ara Kasyapa, Narada, Garga, Marici, Manu, 
Angira Lomaéga, Pauliga, Cyavana, Bhrgu and 
Saunaka. No work (but the Garga Samhita) ot any 
of these Acaryas is available to day, nor do we 
find any information regarding the age and life of 
these sages. | hough we find spme verses attributed 
to these Acaryas scattered in the commentaries 
and collections on the subject, we can not trace 
the original works from which these verses have 
been selected.11 In some cases on the evidence of 
the language and the grammar of the verses we are 
lead to conclude that they are of very late age and 
under no circumstances the authorship can be 
assigned to the Acaryas most of whom belong to 
the Puranic age. Some three works named as the 
Narada-Samhita the Vasistha Samhita and the 
Bhrgu Samhsta are available to us but due ta the 
above reasons we are not sure of their gendinesse>

11. From amongst the modern authors, Varaha- 
mihira is the oldest and ro works prior to him are 
available. He refers to some of his predecessors 
in his works but we know neither about their lives 
nor about their works. Varahamihira has written 
on all the three Branches of Jyotisa and nearly all 
the later authors have based their views on those 
ofthis great Jyotisi of India. His works are scientific 
and exhaustive in the subject matter and its 
treatment and they are, therefore, often referred to 
and quoted by his successors.

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and the Vedanga Jyotisa it is argued by many 
scholars that the ancient Aryans had the knowledge 
of the astonmical side of Jyotisa and that Phala 
Jyotisa was totally unknown to the ancient people 
in India. The Vedanga Jyotisa points ovt- the 
‘Proper’ time for performing different types of 
sacrifices. It was believed that particula? sacrifices

15. The only book on the Jaimini school available 
to us is the jaimins Sutras Tne work is supposed 
to. have: been written by the sage Jaimini but in 
Va rahamihira or in Bhattotpala’s commentaty we do 
not find any reference to Jaimini or his work named 
above. This ommission by Varahamihira (who has 
referred to a number of his predecessors names in 
his works) creates a strong suspicion regarding the 
existence of the work of Jaimini in his times. 

16.. Two works named as the Brhat Parasara 
and the Laghw Parasari are available to day But 
in the commentary of Utpala on the Brhajjataka 
( VII-9.) the learned commentator has - stated that 
no work of Parasara on the Jataka was available 
to him but only one book on Samhita attributed to 
Parasara had come to his’ knowledge.

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Chapter II. 
- THE. PLANETS 


19 Prém the Vedic times it is believed that 
planets exercise influence on animal, 
Influence vegetable and human worlds. Pnala 
of the . Jyotisa also works on a similar belief 
‘planets and proceeds to explain and illustrate 
~ the planetary influence on huntan beings. 
According to Varahamihira various planets have 
effects on the human race: as per example the 
Moon and the Mars are affecting the menstruation 
of females? ( though medical men may differ ). Thus 
Planets are believed as playing’ an important part 
in the making of the character and destiny of human 
beings. 

20. Some scholars hold that as the planets in 
the Science of Jyotisa are described as exercising 
certain effects and possessing certain inherent qualities 

capable of showing specific results they 
Planets are the real makers of the destiny of 
whether human beings But this view is nit correct 
makers or as it is in conflict with the philosophy 
indicators of karman on which Jyotisa is supposed 
of fortune to work. Jyotisa joins hands with the 

Gita in believing that the man is the — 


et 
© 
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real maker of his own destiny. The planets in Jyotisa 
are, therefore, only the indicators of favourable and 
unfavourable periods of one’s life, the eknowledge 
of which would help him in avoiding much of harm 
front many misfortunes and so called “ accidents ”.® 


21. By adopting the Philosophy of Jarman, 
Jyotisa solves the problems like ‘‘ Fate versus Pree 
will” etc., which are puzzling thinkers from the past 
ages upto day., It clearly states that the past actions 
(Patarabdha Karmas) which have already started 
showing their effects can not be prevented by any 
- amount of struggle or efforts, while actions which 

are in abeyance can be prevented from bearing 
their fruits, This would also put to rest the inquiry: 
“whether the adverse effects indicated by the planets 
can be averted by acquiring religious merits.” Jyotisa 
says that the effects of actions which have 
already been ripened and which are sure to give 
fruits can not be averted while those of other actions 
reserved for fruitation can be prevented.‘

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22. The Planets in Indian Jyotisa are nine in 
number. They are the Sun, the Moon, Mars, Mercury, 
Jupiter, Venus, Saturn, Rahu and Ketu. 


’ 23. It is interesting to note that Rahu and Ketu 
are not planets visible like the other plagets in the 
sky, as these two planets have no bodily existence. 
They are simply nodes i. e. the points intersecting 
the orbits of the Moon and the earth. Rahu 
first got recognision on the astronomical side of 
Jyotisa and this so called planet achieved its astro- 
logical Importance at a very late stage in the 
History of Indian Jyotisa. Rahu and Ketu are 
considered to be the parts of one body-Rahu 
being its head and Ketu being the torso. 
Raku and Historical survey in regard to these 

Ketu planets would trace their first reference 

in the last portion’ of the Atharva Veda 
and subsequently in the Pauranic myths.* In the 
Atharva Veda (and also in the Pauranic myths) 
Rahu is described as devouring the Sun (at the 
time of eclipse). In the Pauranic myths it is narrated 
that at the time of churning the ocean by the Gods 
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and Demons, Rahu was detected by the Sun and 
the Mcon Gods .while he was swallowing the nector 
and°the two Gods communicated . their information 
to Visnu by gestures. Visnu cut off the neck of the 
demon before the nector could reach his stomach. 
But as the, nector had already reached the throat, 
the demon did not die. Since this inciderft, Rahu 
is said to bear enmity with the Sun and the Moon 
and also Rahu is described as devouring the Sun and 
the Moon at the time of the celipse. 


24. This devouring of the Sun and the 
Moon could not .be explained scientifically in 
the causation of the Solar and the Lunar ecplises, 
but Indian astronomers have some how or other 
accommodated Rahu while considering the physical 
causation of the eclipse simply due their respect 
towards the Vedas and the Puranas.° Varahamihira 
states that Rahu enters the shadow of the Earth 
at the time of eclipse.’ Thus, Rahu got in the 
astronomical Branch of Jyotisa and it had in the 
beginning no importance in astrology. 


25. There may have beena time when these 
~‘planets’-Rahu and Ketu were not given any 
astrological importance and there may have been 
astrologicalworks prior to Varahamihira in which 
no Rasis were assigned to them. This can be 
proved from the fact that in the works of Varaha- 
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mihira where Rasis have been distributed between 
the. planets. on Rasi has been allotted to any. of 
ihese two planets. 


26. Amongst the works on astrology beginning 
with the earliest work of Varahamihira, we find. 
that only some synonyms of Rahu and Ketwrare given 
by Varahamihira.* Subsequently Kalyana Varman 
takes into consideration Rahu while distributing 
attributes of Kala Purusa® bnt he a'so like Varah- 
amihira does not speak of Rahu as bearing any 
effect on the human character and destiny. It is 
also interesting to note that Rahu and Ketu-are 
also neglected, by earlier authors on Jyotisa while 
considering the. scheme of planetary  reletions in 
Phala Jyotisa. Thus. it, is evident that Rahu and 
Ketu were not taken as Planets influencing the 
human destiny upto the age of Kalyana Varan 


‘From the’ works on Phala “Jyotisa available 
to day it becomes quite clear that Rahu and Ketu 
achieved their importance and significance ~ after 
the introduction of the new systems of Dagas and 
Bhuktis Viz., the Astottari, Vinsottari and other Dagas. 
Recognition of the effect of Rahu and Ketu is a, 
further extention of thought based on -the. -pauranic 
myths. In the myths Rahu is — associated “with the 
Sun and the Moon and as the importance of the 
Moon was enhanced in the new methods of Dasas 

wae are founded on the Lunar moyements, Rahu - 
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also got an increased importance and significance 
in the Phala Jyotisa. Thus, really speaking, Rahu 
an? Ketu got their virtual recognition *at a_ later 
stage when the new Dasas and Bhuktis came to 
be introduced as a part of the phaladegas.

27. There is nothing wrong if we on the above 
grounds say that with the introduction of the new 
Dasas and Bhuktis based on the Lunar movements 
begins a new era in the history of Phala Jyotisa. 
Consequently, the recognision of Rahu and Ketu can 
be -considered as a, new addition to the Indian 
thought, This fact fully explains the absence of the 
narration of the effect of Rahu and Ketu in the 
earlier works on Jyotisa. 


28. The western astrology introduces three more 
planets Viz, Neptune, Uranus and Pluto 

Neptune, and describes in details the effects of 
Uranus _ the various positions of these planets. 
and Pluto These planets are totally unknown to the 
Indian Jyotisa. It may be added that the 

influence of Neptune was not recognised even by 
many western scholars upto the end of the I§th 
Century A. D. Raphael in his Horary Astrology 
remarks that: “Some astrologers include Neptune 
but we have nothing clear or definite as to his 
power, which at the best can effect but little owing 
to its immence distance from our Earth”. (Chapter 1)

Out of the nine*planets, Venus, well-associated = 
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Mercury and the Moon in her first digits are consider- 
ed as Subha planets ( benefics ) while

31. The Sun, the Moon and Jupiter, according 
to Indian Jyotisa are of Sattva disposition, 

- Disposi- Mercury and Venus are of Rajas disposi- 
tion of __ tion., while Mars and Saturn are of Tamas 
planets disposition. Bhattotpala in his commentary 
refers to the difference of opinion betweene 

Yayna and Satya on the point of the disposition of 
the planet Mars. According to the former, Mars is of 
Sattva disposition while the latter considers that 
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planet to be of Tamas disposition It may be observed 
that the idea of the three Gunas in Indian thought 
has its origin in the Samkhya school of philosophy 
and_all the Sastras (Scences) in India have to 
base their views on the lines of the teaching of 
Samkhya,ewhenever an occasion for such djscussion 
arises..On the above considerations we may also 
resort to the Samkhya philosophy of three Guras in 
explaining the contradictions under discussion. Oa the 
consideration of colours, Sattava, Rajas and Tamas 
in the Samkhya school, are represented by white, 
red. and balck colougs respectively. ** Mars being 
‘of red colour, may thus be taken as a_ planet of 
Rajas disposition. On the same reasoning, Venus 
being of silvery lusture must be taken as one of 
Sattva disposition. But the method as solving the 
contradiction; it is feared, would disturb the Jyotisa 
classification of the Gunas of the planets and in 
consequence many results hased on the Gunas 
narrated in the Science would also be materially 
alfected- Thus, other points may also be considered 
to determine the disposition of the planet. Mars is 
considered as a Planet of war and thus he is said 
to be belonging to the caste of Kéatrivas. ** It is 
believed that in KéSatriya Rajas dispositon mingled 
with Sattva one is attributed by Nature.’ Hence 
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the popular view of. Yavana taking Mars to be of 
Sattva disposition may be accepted ‘on account. of 
his caste. 


32. Jupiter and Venus are considered to be 
belonging to the Caste of Brahmins., 
Castes Of Mars and the Sun to that of KSatriyas., 
the Planets the Moon to that of the Vaisyas and 
Mercury and Saturn to Siadras and 
untouchables respectively. Some authors of Paraéara 
school consider Mercury as belonging to the caste 
of Vaisyas. But in Jyotisa, Mercury shows its effects 
more on account of its associations with other 
planets rather than its singular position. Thus the 
caste of the planet may be taken into consideration 
only after considering the associations of the planet. 
If the planet is situated either with Rahu or with 
Saturn its caste must be takeri as one of the Siadras. 
In other cases where the planet is disassociated 
from the direct effect of other planet or is associated — 
with Sabha planets its caste may be taken as 
one of the Vaisyas. 





Chapter III. 
THE RASIS (ZODIACAL SIGNS) 
AND THE HOUSES: 

.33. The Zodiac has been divided into twelve 
parts and each part of 30 degrees is named as 
a Rasi: These twelve Rasis (Signs) are, named 
as under :- 


Mesa (Aries), Vrsabha (Taurus), Mithuna 
(Gemini), Karkata (Cancer), Simha (Leo), Kanya 
(Virgo), Tula (Libra), Vraécika (Scorpio), Dhanus 
(Saggittzrius), Makara (Capricorn), Kumbha (Acquar- 
ius ), and Mina (Pis¢us). 


These Rasis are further divided under certain 
classifications as under = 

Mesa, Simha and Dhanus are called Agni 
Tattva Rasis, Vrsabha, Kanya and Makara are 
called Bhami Tattva Rasis, Mithuna, Tula and 
Kumbha are called Vayu Tattya Ragis., while 
Karkata, Vrécika and Mina are considered as 
Rasis of Jala Tattva. These Tattvas are technically 
known as “Hamsas” in Indian Jyotisa.t These 
.Rasis are distributed between sevén planets which 
are considered as “Lords” of these Rasis. Mars, 
Venus, Mercury, The Moon, the Sun, Mercury, 
Venus, Jupiter, Saturn and Jupiter are the 
Lords of the Rasis respectively. The odd Raéis are 
taken as males and Krra Rasis while the even 
ofes are considered as females and Subha Rasis. 
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Mega, Karkata, Tula and Makara are called Cara 
(Cardinal) Rasis, Vrsabha, Simha, Vrécika and 
Kumbha are called Sthira (Fixed) Rasis, while 
Mithuna, Kanya, Dhanus and Mina are named as 
Dwi-Swabhava (Common) Rasis. This classificatiow 
of Rasis ,playsa very important partin Phafa Jyotisa. 


34, Just like the planets, the Rasis are also 
said to belong to different castes.? Mina, 

Castss of Karkataand Vrascika belong to the 
Rasis caste of Brahmanas, Mesa, Simha and 
Dhanus belong to tke caste of Kéatriyas, 

Vrsabha, Kanya and Makara belong to the caste of 
Vaisyas while Tula, Mithuna and Kumbha belong 
to the caste of Sadras. Vaidyanatha Diksita differs _ 
from the above view and states that Mina, 
Vrécika and Vrsabha belong to. the caste of 
Brahmanas, Dhanus, Mesa and Simha belong to 
the caste of Késatriyas., Kumbha, Mithuna and Tula 
belong to the caste of Vaisyas and Kanya, Makara 
and Karkata belong to the caste of Sidras.? The 
former view, it seems, has clasified the castes of 
the Rais on the consideration of -their Nature i, e. 
their Tattva and that the Rasis of the same Tattva ” 
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and in trine to each other are said, in that view, 
to have been belonging to the same caste. The 

view is, therefore, more scientific and it fhust prevail 
over the view of Vaidyanatha, Secondly, in Phaia 

_ Jyotiga, Rasis are not considered independently of 
their Lords and in most of the cases the Isords of 

_ the Rasis are considered as more important than 
the Raéis themselves in the reading of the Charts 
and hence much importance may not be attached 
to the point of difference of opinion in regard to 
the’ caste of the Rasis. — 


35. Planets are said to have natural antipathy, 
sympathy and neutral attitude towards each other 
and these planetary relations are explained in the 
following tabular form:

the other planet; a neutral planet occupying an 
Inimical House becomes an Enemy while an Enemy 
planet occupying an Inimical House becomes a 
Deadly Enemy ( Adhisatru ).

5a Some of the predecossors of Varahamihira 
hold that the planet in its Exaltation becomes a 
“Priend” in Tatkaliki Maitri but the view is not 
approved by Varahamihira and others because a 
planet by virtue of its exalted position can not 
become a Friend to all the planets irrespective, of its 
situation from the Houses occupied by other planets. 
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38. The author of the Sarvarthacintamants 
differs from the other authors-on the question of 
Frigndly and Inimical Houses. According to him, 
the third, fourth, fifth, ninth. tenth and the eleventh 
Houses. reckoned from the House occupied by a 
planet are Friendly Houses while the rest are 
inimical Houses.* This difference of opinionerequires 
a very careful consideration. The following chart = 
of the Houses will be very useful to understand 
the point under consideration.

* 39. It can be seen from the above figure that 
the Houses from the tenth to the tourth House 
via. the Ist House (known as the Oriental Houses 
by the western astrologers) are nearer to the 
Ascendent while the rest of the Houses \known as 
Occidental Houses) are away from it. Thus the 
vicinity of the Houses, it seems, has been taken into 
consideration by the Indian scholars while taking them 
as Friendly Houses It may be added that as observed 
by. Mr.: Subrahmanya Sastrai, the conjunctuon 
of Planets are not much appreciated by the 

, Indian astrologers and hence the first House is not 
taken as a Friendly House Venkatesa, the author 
of the Sarvarthacintamani, \t seems, has taken 
into consideration the aspects on the Houses along 
with their vicinity. The second and the twelfth 
Houses do not get any aspect from the planet _ 
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situated in the first House.? Hence these two Houses 
though they arein vicinity of the first: House are very 
weak Hous€s when the question of the aspect they 
receive from the planets posited in the House is cons- 
idered. Hence Venkateéga, it seems, does not recognise 
them as friendly Houses. The fifth and the nigth Houses 
though they are alittle away from the Ascendent, 
receive considerable aspect from the first House and 
this is why they have been included ia the list of the 
Friendly Houses by Vefikatesa. It can be argued that 
Mars, Jupiter aad Saturn are allotted special aspzcts 
on certain Houses in Indian Jyotisa and if the 
special aspects are considered” while deciding the 
question of Friendly and Inimical Houes the method 
would be complicated and cumorous and hence 
the view of Venkatesa which is not uniformly 
applicable to all the planets in view of the spceial 
aspects of the above three planets may be rejected. 
The argument may be met with by saying that the 
special aspects of the -planets may be considered 
when we have to consider simply the aspects~ of 
the planets. In deciding other factors on the basis 
of aspects, the special aspects of the planets can 
not be considered and only the general aspects 
applicable uniformly to all the planets can be taken 
into consideration Hence the view of Vefkatesa 
being more scientific may be accepted for getting 
accurate results. It may be stated that Venkatesa’s 
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method of working out the planetary relatations 
may prove to be more advantageous in calculating 
Dagavarga Bala ( Strength ) of the planets: Accuracy 
in calcula taionin this case would precisely determine 
the teal Bala (Strength) of the planet. There 
will be no, much harm in accepting either of the 
above views for other purposes of makin? predi- 
ctions in regard to favourable and unfavourable 
periods of one’s life with the help of Dasas and 
Bhuktis etc, in view of the planetary relations. .

This House in a female’s 
horoscope indicates her husband’s attitude towards 
her., it also indicates the complexion and financial 
condition of the husband. This House is considered 
to be the most useful House as it govers the subj- 
ects relating to the marital life of the ‘native. This 
House is in exact opposition to the Ascendent and

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it is, therefore, also very useful in knowing the gen- 
eral character and happiness of the native. The House 
is atso useful for seeing what profits the native will 
. derieve from gambling and merchantile business etc..." 
The -eighth House is useful in determining the nature 
of death the native would meet with. {t also helps 
to determine the longevity of the native’ The ninth 
House indicates the religious tendencies and beliefs if 
any. of the native It also indicates the prosperity, good 
* fortune (or otherwise) allotted to the fot of the 
native? The tenth House indicates what the 
native will receive in legacy from his or her father. 
ThiS House governs “Profession or Occupation” . 
and thus it shows the nature of emplayment suitable 
to the native. The eleventh House indicates the 
income or pecunary gain the native would get 
from hig profession or from other sources." The 
twelfth House ‘denotes financial expenditure and 
material loss (if any), the native would sustain in 
his life. It also shows the presence, if any, of 
the tendencies of the native which may become 
responsible for sending him behind the bars of 


prison. — 


: 42. The author or the Madhyamaparasari takes 
the ninth House as governing matters relating to father 
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{instead of the tenth House).2° It is because the 
Ascencent is the fifth House as reckoned from. the 
ninth. House and the former ( Ascendent ) can be 
taken as indicating matteres regarding the children of 
the father of the native (including the native himself), 
if the latter (the ninth House) is take as one 
governing tne father. Against this view an objection 
can be raised that the author of the Madhyamapar- 
asari. takes the fourth House as geverning the 
mother. If the ninth House goyerns the father, the 
seventh House from that House Viz., the third House 
would be taken as one governing the mother. But 
keeping aside this objection, the matter can be 
reconciled as follows: The Hindoo Scciology 
recognises twelve types of sons (Vide the Manu 
Smrits Ix-166-179). In some of the tyoes, the 
child is said to have two fathers (1) tae real father 
and (2) the adoptive (or secondary) father. Thus, 
except in the case of the Aurasa son, the child is 
said to have two fathers and in these cases the 
ninth House is useful in deciding the qustions 
regarding the real father while the tenth House 
governing the Karma of the native would be useful 
in judging how the subject’s destiny is affected a 
his adoptive father. 

43. According to the aichas of the > Savi 

paraSari, the fifth House governs the maternal 
uncle and friends of the native.24 This view can not 
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be upheld because the fourth. House being the 
House of the mother, the sixth House being the 
third House from the fourth House,must be taken 
as governing the brothers of the mother of the 
native.

44, According to the western school of astrelogy, 
the fifth and the eleventh Houses relate to the 
wealth of the mother and the father of ‘the native 
respectively as these Houses are situated next to 
or second from the fourth and the tenth Houses 
The, fifth House, according to this school, relates 
to friends while the fifth and the eleventh Houses 
are useful for judging matters regarding children. 


45. The first, fourth, seventh and the tenth 

- 5 -* Houses are called Kendras,~-the fifth 
Technical and the ninth Houses are called Trikonas., 
names of and the fourth and the eighth Hotses are 
the Houses called Catasras., the second, fifth, eighth 
and the eleventh Houses are called

in regare to of the House. But Varahamihira and 
Upacaya his successors do not agree with 
Houses this view because they think that 
these Houses are technically called 
as Upacaya Houses irrespective of the effect of the 
situation and aspects of the planets thereon. The 
position and aspects of the planets may be consid- 
ered only while considering the effect of the planets 
in ralation to these Houses and this has no concern 
whatsoever while attributing. a technical name_ to 
these Houses. 


47. The sixth, eighth and the twelfth Bees 
are called Trika Houses and the position of any of 
the planets in these Houses is said to render the 
planet devoid of any power. and in consequence the 
planet is said to bear unfavourable effect on the 
native. ~ 

48. The technical names of the Houses are useful 
to the extent that they are indicative of the nature of 
the Houses. It may also be stated that the names 
Apoklima, panafara etc., are not Sanskrit names and 
they seem to have been borrowed from some foreign 
language most probably Arabic the literature and 
ideology of which may have influnced Indian Jyotisa,

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Chapter IV. 


SUTIKA OR NATAL 
HOROROSCOPY: 


50. According to Indian Jyotisa, the conditions 
prevailing in the lying-in-chamber at the time of 
birth offa child, presence of midwives, pésition of 

lamp, situation of bed, presence or absence 
Utility of the father of the child in the house 
of the and such surrounding things at the time 
subject of birth of the child can be ascertained 

from the planetary positions in the 
nativity. This is very importané to verify the cerre- 
ctness of the horoscope. 

51 Almost in all the books on Jyotisa one or 
more cliapters have been reserved on this subject 
viz., Sitika. In ancient times in India, astrologers 
were invited to remain present at the place of 
birth of a child where the horoscope was to be 
cast. The aStrologer had every opportunity to study 
the conditions surrounding the Satika at the time 
of birth calculated according to the rules of the 
science of Jyotisa. Thus the eminemt Indian astro- 
logers who have put down definite conditions preva- 
iling around the Satika on the strength of the 
horoscope must have done so, we have reason to 
believe only after long personal experience and 
ascertaining the facts of cases. 

52. These definite rules regarding the Satika 
laid down in the astological works of India sho 
serve as a guarentee of the correctness not only. of 
a particular horoscope cast of a part child, 
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but also of the correctness of the science of Jyotisa. 


,03. An Indian astrologer always proceeded and 
still * proceeds to make predictions only after ascer- 
taining the horescope according to these rules of 
Satika.. 

34. Jast as the chapter on the conditions on 
lying-in chamber must have been written after 
personal study of the conditions prevailing there at 
a particular moment, we have every reason to believe 
that the sages in ancient India also studied similarly 
the: various incedents in the lives ofi ndividuals along 
with the moments on years of their occurence and 
then they used their long experienced observa-tions 
for predictions. For the sages the incidents in the lives 
of the individuals precceded the calculations of the 
moments and periods of their occurance or atmost 
the two factors were noticed simultaneously by them, 
while for the late astrologers the rules laid down 
by the ancient sages become authentic rules and 
for them the time calculated in advance is used 
for predicting events which are to happen. 

55. According to Varahamihira, if (1) Saturn is 

situated in the Ascendent or (2) Mars is

Mr. Sastri commenting on these Sitras remarks 
that “considering the two“ different conditions 
enunciated in the Satras 2 and 4 we come to the 
following conclusions the Sun is given prominance 
in 2 and 3 above while Saturn is given impor- 
tance in the 4th. The Sun is the figers a2 for day 
births, while Saturn plavs that role for the night 
births. Hence 2 and 3 probably refer to day births 
and 4 and 5 to night ones.” Now, considering 
conflicting views of Varahamihira and Balabhadra in 
the light of the above remarks Varahamihira’s 
view seems to be applicable to the case of the 
night births. Balabhadra attaches importance to the 
Sun in the Yoga. His view may, therefore, be 
taken as an additional Yoga applicable to the cases 
= ons births. 


56. Acthntting to Vaidyanatha, if the Moon does 
not aspect the Ascendent, the father of the plize 
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must be away at the home of birth of the child.* 
If the Sua is posited in the movable Sign in such 
a Yoga, the father is far away., if thé Sun is in 
the fixed Sign the father must be in the same 
village but not at the residence ( or place where 
the native is born) and if the Sun occupies a dual 


Sign, the father must be at a place neither too 
far nor too near his home. The author of the 


Uttarakalamrta also supports this view of Vaid- 
yanatha but he restricts the Yoga only to cases in 
which the Sun is Posited in the eighth or in the 
ninth House. This resctiction can be justified on 
{he ground that in ifs absence the Yoga extends to 
a great number of cases which would sometimes 
lead the proposition to an impossibility and absur- 
dity. Secondly, when the Sun is occupying the 
eighth House, his aspect to the tenth House does 
not exceed 15° and when he is posited in the 


ninth House he has no aspect to the tenth House. 
This shows that the position of the Sun-the Lord 


of the matters relating to father, in the eighth or 
in the ninth House totally segregates the planet 
from the House governing the father of the native 
and this would indicate the absence of the father

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As a rife, the number of planets situated between 
the Ascendent and the House occupied by -the 
Moon’ in ‘the nativity indicates the number of 
midwives present at the time of birth.* This leads 
to a coticltision that when the Moon is situated in 
the Ascendent and there is no planet situated in 
that Howse standing between the degrees at 
which the Moon is located in the Zodiac and 
the degrees of the Sign rising at the time of 
birth of the native there must not be the presence 
of any midwives near the Sutika, Sometimes all 
the planets are situated between the Moon and the 
Ascendent and this would carry us to the conc- 

lusion that seven or eight midwives must have been 
‘present there near the Satika. To save such cases 
of absurdity VenkateSa gives another rule Viz., 
that the number of the planets situated in the 
second, twelfth and the tenth Houses indicates the 
numbor of midwives present.* In cases all the 
above methods of working ovt the numer of 
midwives present fail, the general rule given by 
the author of the Jatakatattva becomes useful to 
determine such a number. According to this rule, 

when the Lagna is Mina or Mesa, the number of- 
the female attendents is two, it is four when 
Vrsabha or Kumbha is in the rising., in the case 
of Dhanus and Karkata in the rising at the time 
of birth the number is five and in all cases when 
the rest of the Signs are in the rising, the number 
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stich attendents is thrée * Thus in different works on 
Jyotisa the number of female attendents present is 
calctilated on’ different lines but all these "rules ‘may 
be taken as alternatives for reasons noted above...” 


58, There ‘are certain rules in indian Jyotisa-to 

see whether the child is legitimate: of 

Legsii- ~ not. On particular positions of planets 
macy of in the Radix, the child is supposed to be 
the child. of doubtful legitimacy. So also, the child 
born on week days falling on particular 

Tithis show the same result. The author of the 
Jatakaparijata says that a child born on the three 
week days Viz , Sunday, Wednesday and Saturday 
synchronising with the three Tithis Dwitiya, Saptami 
and Dwadagi and also in the Moon in Swati, Revati 
and Dhanistha respectively, must be an illegitimate 
child.® According to” the author of the Uttara- 
kalamrta the child born on any of the three week 
days Sunday, Tuesday and Saturday synchron- 
ising with any of the three Tithis-Dwitiya, Dwadasi 
and Saptami and with the Moon in any of the 
constillations other than Citra, will have to be 
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declared as an_ illegitimate child? Thus, the two 
views differ in details rather than, on principle. In 
other Nikandha books like the Jyotisataitva- 
sudharnava, where in a collection of such Yogas is 
given the Yogas are described in different ways but 
there also there is no difference of principle involved 
therein? Hence. all the views, may be taken as 
alternatives rather than as contradictions. 
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_ Chapter V. 

VIYONFJANMA OR ANIMAL. 

: BIRTH. 

The first thing necessary for the verification of 
a horoscope before judging it is to find out with the 
help. of the planetary positions, whether the native is. 
a ‘hiiman being or an’ animal of lower - species. 
Indian Jyotisa gives some rules for such verification 
anid ‘states that’ natives born under particular, planet- 
ary positions are animals of lower species rather 
thart human. beings. Some of the rules are as under: 


( 1) If the Ruler of the Ascendent is. . situated 
in the fourth House and vice versa or if either of 
the” Lords of the fourth and ‘the first Houses is 
conjoined with Rahu or Ketu, the native is. an 
animal of the lower species. : 


(2) lf the malefics are viiectty: and ‘the 
benefics are weak and if Mercury or Saturn is 
posited in one of the Kendras, the native is_ an 
animal of the lower species. As regards rule (2) 
above, Kalyana Varman differs from the other 
authors and states the rule so as to make the 
Viyoni janma as two Yogas instead of one by adding ~

~ 60. In the above Yoga, “according to Varaha- 
tihira, the Moon must occupy a Viyoni Sign in the 
Dwadasanéa when the other conditions forming the 
Yoga’ are fulfilled. Here also Kalyana Varman 
differs from Varahamihira and states ‘that the 
Moon must occupy a Viyoni Sign in the Radix 
(and not in the Dwadasansa ) to form the Yoga 
of Viyoni Janma.* The contradiction on this point 
may be reconciled if the present verse of Varaha- 
mihira is read in the context of the succeeding 
-yerse as it is done by Utpala.* The reading of 
both these verses together will be justified if we 
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consider the words a#aifi which clearly show that 
the, verse is in continuation of the preceeding verse 
and that both these verses supplement the meaning 
of each other. It may be stated that this method 
of interpretation is not uncommon in the Sanskrit 
Sastras. Thus, the Anvaya of the text of the verses 
read together will solve the. difficulty‘as it in ‘this 
way makes it compulsory to have the Moon in the 
Viyoni Sign in the Radix as it is described by 
re Varman in the discussion of this Yoga. 


61. One more Vous of Viyoni janma as stated 
by Venkatesa is like that if the: malefics are 
powerful and thay occupy their own Rasis (eaa@ 99a), 
when the Raéi rising Sign is viyoni the. native is 

‘an animal of lower species provided that the 
benefics are posited in) the Rasis not’ owned by 
them.* This rule differs from one similar stated by 
Varahamihira who uses the words <aar: instead 
of the words <aa@svl: as it is done by Venkatesa. 
The word wa has been interpreted differently 
by different commentators. According to Utpala, ara 
means. ‘Navamansa while: Mr. V.. Subrahmanya 
Sastri takes the word to mean as Dwadaéanéa 
on the strength of the context. Thus the interpretation 
of the verse according to Utpala and also according 
to Mr. Sastricomes to this: if the malefics are powerful 
and are situated in their own arn(Navamanga according 
to Phat i and Dwadasansa Carpi: Mr. Sastri) 
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and the Raéi rising is Viyoni, while the benefics 


are occupying the #7 not their own, the animal 
born. is one of the lower species. Thus 
even in keeping aside the interpretations oifered 


differently by Utpala and Mr. Sastri in regard to the 
word am, the opinion of Varahamihira is in_ conflict 
with that of Venkatesa. But the difficulty arising out 
of the different interpretations of the word aim and 
also the same arising out of the conflicting views of 
Varahamihira and Venkatesa may be solved by 
saying that a Rasi is a wm of the whole Zodiac 
and. in that. way may be taken as meaning a Raéi. 
Thus aan: would mean 2289-7: and there will be 
no contradiction in the views of the above authors.’ 


7. Kalyana Varman who as stated in the 


beginning of his work has based his views on those 
of Varahamihira ( Vide ate |-2) has remained 


faithful to Varahamihira on “this point also . and 
has stated. that. iz Beiseh aes fafa 
aagfefinta: eaufa eaaia wast: u 
arte.

» Here Kalyana Varman uses ‘“‘caig” ia “ear” 
which may be. interpreted as either ‘aig’ or 
“gaia” as it is done by the commentators of 
Varahamihira.

66. There is a difference of opinion in regard 

to the effect of the position of the malefics in the 
sixth House as pointed. out by Utpala.® 

Malefics in He states that Satya holds that the 
the sixth malefics in the sixth House destroys the 
House. enemies and the diseases of the native, 
while Varahamihira follows the view 

of Yavana and holds that the effect in this case 
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is not favourable to the native. It may be said that 
the view of Varahamihira is traditionally, followed 
by his successors upto date. 


67 It is, further, very interesting to note that 
the sixth House is one of the Upacaya Houses and 
the malefics are said to show highly favourable 
effect when posited in the Upacaya Houses Taking 
this point in~ consideration, the malefics can not 
be taken’ as’ showing bad effect in the sixth House 
as observed above. This problem has puzzeled the 
mind of Utpala also and the learned commentator 
after’discussing this point says that the view regar- 
ding the effect of the malefics in Upacaya Houses 
as applicable to the sixth House is a general 
statement while the statement that the (malefics 
in the sixth House give rise to enemies is a special 
statement and hence the former statement may be 
taken as’ superceded by the latter statement.’.. Not 
satisfied by this explanation and seeing two. conili- 
cting views in the two works of Varahamihira the 
re ed commentator remarks that Varahamihira 
has simply’ shown the different opinions. of the 
Acaryas on this point. If it be so, the contradictory 
views must be taken as alternatives but the best 
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way to reconcile the contradictions in two different 


works of the same author is not to say that the 


author as referred to only different views of Acaryas. 
The only logical explanation that can be given is 
that the statement in the work of the later date 
must be taken as a-corrected view and that view 
must be taken as a view superceding the view 
expressed in the earlier work. Heace the view 
of Varahamihira expressed in the Brhkajjataka 
which is an-earlier work (Vide page 24 aadta sarfas 
qrerargfiea) stands superceded by the later view 
expressed by the author in the Laghujataka. Hence 
the view that the malefics in the sixth House are 
favourable being a later view, when considered 
historically, must prevail. ;

This view differs ffom. that 
House. of other authors on this point in’ which 
it is stated that this position of the Sun 
makes the native a victim of diseases and of 
weak physique. Eighth House is the House of Death 
and as obsetved above the malefics in this House 
though favourable for long life can not be expected to 
favour the native by giving him very healthy and 
charming features. The view of Vaidyanatha jis, 
therefore, not acceptable. 

70 Accorfing to Vaidanatha Dikéita, the Sun 
in the ninth House makes the subject to 
abonden his own religious Faith and to accept 
another Faith. This view is also contradictory to 
the view of other authors. The Sun though a 


malefic, is not considered to be a planet having 
any antireligious tendencies and the view that it

74. The Signs owned by Jupiter i e Dhanus and 
Mina are considered to be barren Signs and when 
any of these Signs is found in the fifth Howse and 
no other planetary position is favourable, the 
native has no children.?? (This position of the 
Rasis in the fifth House is tecehnically known as 
waagi tam and it is not considered as favourable for 
having any issues for the native in Indian Jyotisa). 


73. Saturn in the seventh House is said to be 
powerful when Dig-Bala of the planet is to be 
seen.?° This should, on no account, be taker 
as a contradiction in regard to the adverse effect of 
the planet situated in the seventh House as descrid- 
ed in the Bhava phala of the planet. The Sad _ 
Balas show the total strength acquired by a 
planet when six different figures are taken into 
consideration in regard to that planet. The point of ~ 
view in calculating the Sad Balas is, therefore, 
quite different from- that of the Bhava phala. Only 
for the purpose of Sad Balas Saturn is considered 
to be powerful in the seventh House. It should not 
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be taken as granted that the effect of the planetary 


position is considered good from the point of view 
of the Bhava phala. . hte? 
76, Dhundhiraja holds that Mercury in the 


3 eighth House makes the native to earn 
Mercury , pleanty of wealth from the king. But 
sn the the man will be vain, quarrelsome and 


Eighth one extorting money from otuers.** 


House. Other authors hold that the native born 
with Mercury in the eighth House in his 


Radix, becomes very famous and he holds a leading 
position either in the army or in the society.*° 
such a man also erjoys a long and happy life. To 
solve this contradiction, if we take into consideration 
Venkateéa’s view on the subject we can conclude 
that Mercury being a benefic it would not show 
any bade effect though it may not show any good 
effect to the native. If we examine the view of the 
western authors on this point we find that they 
consider Mercury to be a weak planet and its 
position in the eighth House is not given any impor- 
tance while judging the nativity of a person.*° It 
should be mentioned that while reading a horos- 
cope reliance should not be made simply on the 
Bhava Phala of the planets. An error in judgment 
is likely to arise by considering simply the positions 
of individual planets and by ignoring other factors 
mentioned in the beginning of this chapter. 
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Chapter VII. 
LONGEVITY. 


77. itis generally believed by the authors:on 
Jyotisa that before making any predictions on the 
strength of the planetary positions in a Radix an 
astrologer should first ascertain the longevity of 
the native as indicated by the planets ‘tharein. If 
the planets in the Radix indicate a very short or 
no life, an astrologer should not make any further 
predictions in regard to other matters such as 
wealth, prosperity or fortune of the native. Mr B 
V. Raman observed that “After a horoscope is cast 
the primary question is necessarily the probable 
duration of life. For, when a child has poor longe- 
vity to its credit, it would be unnecessary to examine 
any other favourable matters. However promising 
the horoscope may be, it would be futile to study 
the future unless a long life is assured.” (Hindu 
Predictive Astrology P. 81.). (Vide also the 
Jatakalankar V-1). 


78. Vaidyanatha Diksita believes that the longe- 
vity of a native can not be fixed before twelve vears 
of his age. He adds that some times a child dies 
early because of the sins of the mother during the 
first four years of age., due to the sins of the father’ 
during the subsequent four years i. e. 5 to8 years., 
and due to its own sins thereafter upto twelve 
years of his age.* Kesava Daivagfiia also seems to 
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- hold a similar view and he remarks that some 
times a child meets an early death within three years 
after its birth even if the planets are * favourable 
for long life.? It is argued that a lamp is extinguished 
due to a whiff of wind even though there is 
sufficient ‘oil to keep it burning, Similarly. a child’s 
life is extinguished due to dangerous child diseases 
even though the planets indicate a long life. Apart 

+ from the ques'ion of the period of three or twelve 
years of early death and the differene of opinion 
between the above mentioned authors on the point. 
one thing is certain that there was a Class of 
thinkers who believed that a child has to encounter 
many dangerous accidents in its early years when 
some times, observations regarding long life made 

‘ with the help of the horoscope fails. This means 
that some cases of early death occur without any 
such indications by the planets in the nativity and 
that in some cases indications of long life become 
futile due to unexpected accidents. We are afraid, 
we can not agree with this view due to the following 


reasons: 


° (1) If a child is to meet an early death, the 
planetary positions must indicate/Utherwise, Jyotisa 
would be considered as a matter of speculation 
rather than as a science. 
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(2) In all the works on Jyotisa, we do find 
tules to determine early death, if any, with the 
help of the planetary position in the Radix. Not 


only that, but the rules also help us to point out a 
particular month or year or day in which the death 


of the child is likely to occur. These rules would 
be futile if the views of Vaidyanatha Dikéita and 
Kasava Daivagiia are taken as gospel truth. 5 


79.. The methods of both the Jaimini and 
Parasara schools for working out the longivity of a 
native can be determined from the nature 
Jaimins’s of the Rasis occupied (1) by the Lords 
method of of the Ascendent and the eighth House, 
working out(2) Saturn and the Moon and (3) the 
longeyity. Hora and the Ascendent.* The rules laid 
down by Jaimini can be explained by -

The Hora of the Jatmine Sutras referred to 
here is different from the Hora of the Sad-Vargas.

It is believed that Asaikhyayuh is achieved by 
observance of Yoga practice, or by reciting Mantras 
or by the use of life-giving medicines (Rasayanas).

innumerable years. It also believes that one can 
extend or shorten his life by his good or 
bad deeds.® 

84. Venkstesa gives nine divisions of longevity 
by sub-dividing each of the three divisions Viz, 
long, medium and short life into short, medium 
and lodg life. Here Veikatesa eters to some 
Satras and states that longavity can be determined 
from the Cara, Sthira and Dwi-Swabhava nature 
of the Raéi in the Ascendent.1° Though he does 
got mention the name of Jaimini in this reference, 
it is quite evident that the reference related (if not

(according to Venkatesa) categories is arbitrary and 
artificia. aad made out jor convenience of describing 
the configurations of platiets in the respective works 
o: the authors atid that there is nc. conilict in 
opinion in revard to any prit.ciples ucderlying such 
divisions. - 5 

86. Indian Jvotisa takes one hundred and twenty 
years and five days 2s maximum period cf human 
longevity and bases all the calcuasdons on this 
standard of huma2 lie. Sume modern thinkers take 
seventy years as tle average period of human life 
and they argte that the calculatioas for predicting 
events on the life time_of the native must be worked 
out on this average period of lite. Observations of 
Mr. W. G. Benham on the questicn of human_ life 
are important. He says: “To be correct in reading 
the age on the lines we must consider how long the 
average human being lives. These age measurements 
of the life line which continue the life upto one 
hundred years and over are manifefstly inccrrect for 
people do not often reach such ages. The tables of 
expectancy used by insurance companies are certainly _ 
near the facts, for they are the result of large -— 
experience, and are considere sufficiently reliable 
to form < bisis from which the companies. are

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willing to assume great financial risks. These tables 
plage the length of the average insurable life at 
sixty five years, but, for the purpose of allowing 
extra time to our subjec.s, it is better to assume 
that the human iife, except in rare cases will not 
exceed seventy yeac:.” (Thc ‘aws of screntific 
hand reading P. 381. 382). St. Germanin also holds 
-a similar view an¢ goes to the extent of saying that 
even if a man survives the age of seventy, his life 
is either uneventful or unimportant and vegitative 
after that period (Vide The Study of pclmistry for 
professional purbeses P. 15\)). People might think 
that what is true in the case of palmstry is also

requires a careful consideration for practical purposes. i 
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age of human existance can not be taken as a 
standard for an individual when events of his or 
. her life are to be forcasted astrologically. In short, 
the figures may be taken as correct when the 
longevity of human beings at large taken togather 
:,vo or that of a class of people taku togathe? for 
j50.,,, Medical’ or other financial purposes ( where figures 
cm>$° of gain and loss are calculated on average data ), 
z but the standard will serve no purpose and it wil] 
not bring any successful and satisfactory results jg 
applied to individuals when considering their lives 
from all aspects as individuals. One’s happiness and 
miseries and incidents in life are neither governed 
by any average stancard nor it has any concerp 
with the incedents or the enjoyments in any other 
individual's life or individuals’ lives. Hence forecasting 
of events in an individual’s life is not be made on 
the standard of maximim longevity. Eventually it 
may be stated that Indian Jyotisa believes that the 
maximum period of one hundred and twenty years 
of age is not guarenteed to every body but it is 
simply promised to man by Nature and man May 
avail of it and he may extend or shorten it by his 
individual efforts. Only those who are regular in 
habits, who do not depart from normal living and” 
who are not sinful enjoy full life.12 


87. According to Vaidyanatha, if Saturn is in 
Devalokansa, Mars is in Paravataisa while Jupiter

Thus Vaidyanatha takes 
that if Saturn, Mars and Jupiter are highly powerful 
in the dasavargi Bala, the native is endowed with 
very long life while according to Venkatesa the 
Sun and the Moon (which are the sources of life 
for all human beings) constitute the Yoga of a 
very long life of an ascetic when they attain the 
Bala (strength) as stated above. Jyotisa has recognised 
Saturn as a Lord of Death and hence Vaidyanatha, 
it seems, holds that Saturn when powerful bestows 
long life on the native. Similarly, Jupiter is also of 
considerable strength. Thus Vaidyanatha and Venk- 
atega differ in as much as the former attaches more 
importance to Saturn and Jupiter while the latter gives 
importance to the Sun and the Moon. As the Sun, 
jhe Moon, Saturn and Jupiter all are concerned in 
the question of longevity, the views of both these 
authors may be taken as correct and they may 
be taken as alternatives or supplemetary to each 


. other rather than as contradictions. 


87. We fin same minor contradictions in the 
description of the. Of early death in the workson 
Jyotisa. These may not virtually be taken - as 

eee | 
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contradictions as the difference in opinion fies more 
in details rather than in the principles underlying 
the Yogas. These conflicting views may, therefore. 
be taken as alternatives rather than as contradi- 
ctions and they may be neglected for all practical 
purposes. Still however, the difference of-opinion is 
of acedemic importance and interest and the details 
of some of the yogas are discussed in the 
following lines. 


88. According to Dhuadhiraja, ‘when the Moon: 
occupies either of the eighth and the sixth Houses. 
and is aspected by any maléfic the native meets 
an immediate death.,t? Vaidyanatha states that the 
result occurs only if under the above circumstances. 
the Moon is not aspected by any benefic and if 
the Kendras are not occupied by the benefics.?+ 
Kalyana Varman also holds a view similar to that 
of Vaidyanatha but he adds that the position of the 
Moon in the twelfth and the first Houses under the 
above circumstances also indicate the same result , 


89. Kalyana Varman takes the position of the 
benefics in the first six Houses and that of the 
malefics in the last six.Houses in the nativity as a. 
Vajramusti Yoga resulting into an immediate death 
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@f the child provided Vrécika is tising at the ‘ime 
of Qirth** Dhuadhiraja says that the Yoga is 
formed also when Karkata is rising in the above 
circumstanves,1? 


90 Dhundhiraja holds that if Raha is situated 
in the seventh House in the Radix and is Aspected 
by the Sun or Saturn and receives no aspect from 
a benefic, the child meets its death before the 
completion of its twelfth year. VenkateSa states 
that the result occurs if Rahu in such a position is 
aspected by the Sun or the Moon. Varahamihira 
statés that if the waning Moon is posited in the 
twelfth House and the malefics are occupying the 
first and eighth Houses the child meets an immediate 
death, provided the Kendras are not occupied 
by the benefics.

Sastri that if the waning Moon is posited in the 
twelfth House, the Sun must be posited in-the 
first House. Hence the position of the Sun in the 
Yoga being fixed the position of the remaining two 
malefics Viz, Mars and Saturn remains to be 
considered. The interpretation of the “view of 
Kalyana Varman comes to the effect that these two 
planets must be situated in the first, fourth, seventh, 
eighth or the tenth House (irrespective of the position 


of the benefics in this Howse) to form the yoga, But 


the Tenth House being one of the Upacaya Houses, 
the position of malifics in this Honse is considered as 
favourable. Hence the position of these two planets 


as in the first, fourth, seventh and the eighth. 


Houses would form the Yoga. Varahamihira’s view 
is to the effect that the position of these two 
planets in the first and the eighth Houses would 
constitute the Yoga if benefics do not occupy 
the Kendras, 


92. Vaidyanatha holds that the coh ieinctiolls of 
(1) The Sun, the Moon, Mars and Jupiter, 
(2) Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, and the Moon, 

(3) the Sun, Saturn Mars and thé Moon, and 
(4) the Sun, Saturn, Mars and the Moon

93. Venkatesa states that ifthe Sun is conjoined

early death its eleventh year, even if it is seated in 
bythe apse- the lap of the Divine Being.2* It may be 
cts of the said that this Yoga is described in none 
benefics. other works on Jyotisa. 


04. It is, further, very interesting to note that 
Vankatesa thinks that a child born in a 
Yoga of _ king’s family with the planetary positions 
early beath forming a Raja Yoga will become a king 
due Raja while other children bora under such » 
Yoga. planetary influence will meet with an 
immediate death (because there are .no 
chances of their being kings due to their social 
status.) The above opinion of Venkatesa requires a 
very serious consideration. It implies that the Raja 
Yogas narrated in the science of Jyotisa are 
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applicable only to the princes born in a king’s 
family. we are afraid, we can not agree with this 
view because this view is in direct conflict with the 
idea that the Rules of Science are universally 
applicable to all. The view, if accepted, would: take 
away -universality of application from the science 
of Jyotisa which can not be desired by any Science 
or scientist. Secondly, history abounds in instances 
of ordinary people becoming kings and Rulers by 
their individual efforts. Thirdly, it would also imply ~ 
that the indications of planetary influnnces are 
conditional and relative to other factors like social 
status etc...In other words, acceptance of the View 
would be a challange to the principle that Jyotisa 
absolutely indicates sure results. On these grounds 
we can not accept the above mentioned opinion of 
Venkatega. It may be stated thet no other authors 
have expressed an opinion similar to that of 


Venkatesa on this point.

Chapter VIII. 


: ON ASCETICISM. ° 


95. Asceticism was once considered to be an 
important factor in the Hindoo life. It was the last © 
phase of qn individual’s life on this earth according 
to the Smrtis. Many people used to entér into 
asceticism direct from the Student’s life in the 
youth. The ascetics in India in these days comman- 
ded influence, respect as well as some important 
social status among the people. Thus in the 
Hindoo Sastras are described in details the rules of 
the conduct of the ascetics. Jyotis Sastra also could 
notignore the subject dealing with the planetary 
positions which could lead the native to asceticism. 
Conjunction of four or more powerful planets in a 
nativity is known by the Indian astrologerc as 
“planetary war” and native born under the influence 
of such “planetary war” becomes an ascetic as 
observed by the astrologers of India. According to 


Varanamihira if four or more powerful planets, oné 
of which is very powerful, are posited in any House 


the native becomes an ascetic. The author of the 


Jataka Parijata remarks that the result is possible 
enly if the planetary conjunction takes place in any 


of the Kendras or the Trikona Houses.? Mantres- 
wara cites the above view of Varahamihira and 
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others and remarks that the Lord of the tenth 
House must be one of the four or more plenets 
conjoined ina House to make the Yoga.* The view 
* of Mantreswara though not supported by any other 
author seems to be more reasonable and correct in 
view that the tenth House is the House of activity and 
profession (Karmay., if the Lord of the tenth House 
is involved in “planetary war” it shows cessation 
of all activities and professions and this is what is 
understood by asceticism in Indian life and philosophy. 
The most powerful planets of the conjoined planets 
will decide, in every case, the nature and the school 
of asceticism to which the native will incline. 

96 If the conjunction, in any way, is aspected 
by the Sun, the person will not actually seek 
admission to the Holy Order but he will‘ have an 
inclination towards asceticism. Similar will be the 
result if any weak planet forms the conjunction. In 
such case, the native will revert to worldly life even 
if he has sought admission to the Holy Order. 


‘97 If among the Conjoined planets, there are 
two or more planets considerably more powerful

. 98. The Sun signifies the Vanaprastha, the 
Moon the Kapalika (one begging with a skull in 
his hand}, Mars the Sakya (illbehaved Buddhistic 
ascetic), Mercury the Jivaka (a garrulows and 
gluttonous medicant), Jupiter the Bhiksu <an illustrious 
ascetic engaged in contemplation of truth and 
scriptures), Venus the Caraka (celigieus medicant 
wandering over many countris) and Satura the 
Digambara (naked ascetic residing in ‘ills). 

99. lf the Moon occupies a decanate of Saturn 
and is aspected by that planet in the Radix or 
when the Moon is occupying the Navamanéa of 
Saturn Or that of Mars and is aspected by Saturn, 
the native will seek admision to the Holy Order. 
Vénkatesa supports this view of Varahamihira and 
adds that the conjunction of the Moon and Saturn 
{in the Navamanéa figure) also leads to the same | 
reslut, Mantreswara explains this Yoga like this: {f the 
Moon is posited in a decanate of Saturn and in aspected 
by Mars and Saturn, the native will become an 
ascetic if the Moon occupies the NavamaaSa of 
Mars (and not that of Saturn as stated by Vara- 
hamihira) and be aspected by Saturn, the person 
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will become as ascetic of the Buddistic school.* 
The author pi the Jataka Pariata. holds that, if 
the Moon is posited in the decanate of Saturn and 
at the same time she is occupying the Navamansa of 
Mars or that of Saturn and also be aspected by 
Saturn, the subject wil become an ascetic.’ Thus, 
there is very minute difference of opinion amongst 
writers on Jyotisa and there being »o material 
difference in principle, the views may be taken as 
alternatives. The result comes as under: If the 
Moon is posited'in the decanate of either Mars or 
Saturn and is aspected by either of these plangts 
or being posited in the decanate of Saturn is at 
the same time situated in the Navamansa of Mars 
or of Saturn or be aspected by Saturn or she is 
situated in the Navamarsa of Mars or Saturn or 
be aspected by Saturn or both, the native will — 
become an ascetic. 


100. It must be remembered that the ninth 
House is called the spiritual House or the House of 
religion and that Saturn and Jupiter are considered 
to be spiritual planets. If Jupiter is posited in the 
ninth House and the Moon, the Ascendent and _ 
Jupiter are aspected by Saturn inclination towards 
asceticism is signified, even if the native be born 
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with a Raja Yoga as stated in the ‘science 
Of Jyotisa.® 

* 101. The author has observed s6me cases in 
which the Moon and Jupiter aspected by Saturn 
( Jupiter occupying the ninth House) the native 
became .an ascetic when the ninth House was 
aspected by Saturn i.e. even when the Ascendent 
was not aspected vy Saturn the Yoga was formed 
when Saturn was aspecting the ninth House. 

The following is the nativity of a sanyasi who 

was known as a successor to one of the four Gadis 
of Sankaracarya. 





In the above figure Jupiter is posited in the 
ninth House, the Moon and Jupiter are aspected 
by Saturn, Saturn is also aspecting the niath House 
( but not the first House ). The Yoga of asceticism 
is formed on the above principle.

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Chapter IX 


CONFIGURATIONS OR YOGAS. 
e 105. Conjunctions of planets or some peculiar 
positions of planets in relation to some 
Configura other planets or Houses or Rasis go by 
tions or the name of Configurations or Yogas. 
Yogas. ° There are several such Yogas described 
in the Works on Jyotisa and their names 
are suggestive of their effect on the native. 


106. According to Kalyana. Varman_ the 
Position of Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, Venus or 
Saturn in any of the Kendras when that planet is 
posited in a sign owned by itself or is in its-Exalta- 
tions, gives rise to the Yogas called ea%, 42, ¢@, 
aseq and aa respectively. These Yogas are techni- 
cally named as a4@gey 41s as a person born 
under any of the Yogas, as it is believed, becomes 
a great man. Other authors on Jyotisa also agree 
with the view but Vaidyanatha holds that this 
position of the planets (their situation in the 
Kendras) when the planet is in its MOOLA 
TRIKONA also gives rise to the above named 
Yogas. Thus, according to Kalyana Varman and 
others, when planets are posited in the Houses of 
which they are the Lords or when the planets are 
in their Exaltation it gives rise to the aemaTgeTaMs while

Conjunctions of five or 
more planets is not much appreciated by the Indian 
scholars as they do not consider it to be for the 
good fortune of the native. It is said traditionally 
that when seven planets meet in a House, they 
destroy the whole world. ( aaza: aa saedeura) © 
Heavy earthquakes, erruption of volcanoes, heavy 
rains, floods, draughts, famines and such other 
calamities on earth, it is said, follow such conjunctions. 


108. From the description of the effect of the 
conjunctions in the works on Jyotisa we find that 
the conjunctions of the benefics (though not beneficial 

in some cases) are not evil in their nature

as wealthy as a king but he does not become a 
king. Bhattotpala in view of the opinion expressed 
by Varahamihira in his Laghujataka’ says that 
though Varahamihira states the views of both the 


Acaryas, he follows the view of Yavana on this 
point.® The contradiction in the above views may 


be reconciled as observed by Jivanatha by saying 


that when only three planets are exalted the native 
becomes a king only if born in a_king’s family 


while a native born in any other family in similar 
position of planets becomes a minister (i. e. wealthy 
man with powers), if five or more planets are 
exalted, the becomes a Soverign king irrespective 
of the family in which he is born.® : 
It may be stated thatherein this Essay we are 
considering those points on which the opinions of auth- 
ors on Jyotisa ditfer and points of vital importance in 
Jyotisa for judging a horoscope and hence the rest 
of the Yogas described by Varahamihira having 
no contradictory views are not touched in this Essay.

THE MOON 

- The Sun and the Moon occupy a significant and 
important, position in the literature of all nations 
and timés. Even the primitive man who ‘had no 
knowledge of the principles of the modern sciences 
and phenomena of Nature was conscious of these 
heavenly lights whom he considered to be the 
“makers” of the days and nights- In India, if we 
start from the Vedic times we fond that the Moon 
is considered to be the life giving factor for the 
vegetation world.* She is also spoken of as having 
close relation with human life? The Science of 
Jyotisa has also attached great importance to the 
Sun ant the Moon in considering the Daséas, 
configurations (Yogas) and principles govering the 
longevity of the human beings. The Moon if 
powerful, is said to supercede the influence of the 
weak Ascendent. The effect of planets in various 
Houses is to be determined after deciding the 
question of the powerful or weak nature of both 
the Ascendant and the Moon.* When the Moon is

months and dates of the death of the persons born 
with the Moon in the twelve Rasis. This method of 
determining the date of death with the help of the Rasi 
occupied by the Moon in the Radix has invited the 
strongest criticism from the scholars of Jyotisa. The 
critics argue that it is absurd to say that all the 
persons on the surface of the earth with the Moon 
in a particular Rasi will meet their death at the same 
age and in the same month and on the same date. © 
Secondly, this method, if taken as true, does not 
leave any scope for planetary configurations and 
influences. which are supposed to bé indications of 
the time of death of the native. Thus, the only impo- — 
rtance which, at the best, can be attached tothe me- 
thod of the Candra-Rasi-Niryana i is that the position 
of the Moon at the time of birth serves as a good. | guide 
in’ ascertaining the period of convalescence ‘or. in 
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indicating the dates on which the disease would 


take a serious turn and which may prove fatal for 
the, person confined to bed. Some modern authors

114. The absence of any of the three Yogas 
farrated (on the Para 113 above it self gives 
tise to a Yoga naimed as ¥aza. This Kemadruma 
Yoga is described as yielding very disagreeable 
effects. According to Garga and others refered to 
by Bhattotpala in his commentary on Briajjaiaka 
XX-3 if any of the planets except the Sun is 
Sitiiated in the Kendras or is conjoined with the 
Moon Kemadruma Yoga is not formed. Similarly, 
if the moon is situated in the fourth House or if 
the Moon is aspected by any planet, Kemadruma 
Yoga is not.formed. But this view is not accepted 
by. Varahamihira and others as the limitations 
restrict the Yoga to an extent of physical impossi- 
bility of its formation.? 


115 It is interesting to note that the names of

Venkatesa also quoting the above verse in his 
Sarvarthacintamani says that the Kemadrumabhanga 
Yoga (are not popular as theys be proved by logic- 
Yuktt. The author of the Jatakabharana Can not 
{XXV-9 & 10) says that if the Kendras are occupied by 
the planets, Kemadruma Yoga does not become 
fruitless but this position of the planets makes an addi- 
tional Yoga called Kalpadruma Yoga which is 
beneficiaf to the native and by occurance of which the 
effect of Kemadruma Yoga is not perceived. Similarly, 
Conjunction of Mars and Jupiter in Tula Rasi and 
the Sun in Kanya Rasi and the Moon in Mesa Rasi 
unaspected by any planet also gives rise toa Yoga 
which removes the evil effect of Kemadruma Yoga. 
Any how, the author of the Jatakabharana believes 
that Kemadruma Yoga is not wiped off by any 
planetary position though he tries to make us 
believe that the effect of Kemadruma Yoga remains 
’ ineffective due to the effect of the Yogas described 
by him. Jayadeva in his Jatakacandrika also holds 
a similar view. (Vide saa seqeduqaa 3a zat

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116 It is very well known that the Zodiac is 
divided. into, twelve parts and each of these parts, is 
known as a “Rasi’. All the planets ‘are’ 
Gocara moving on their orbits round the Sun 
and the position they occupy during 
their mevement as reckoned from the Rasr occupied 
by the Moon at the time of birth of the native 
denotes some effect on the future of the native. The 
places where the effect of the planet is beneficial 
to the native are known as Gocara places and the 
places which denote some evil influence are known 
as Vedha places. The system of determining such 
influences of the planets is known in Jyotisa as 
Gocara Paddhati. \t may be stated that the influence 
of the Gocara and the Vedha places of the planets 
is recognised by all oriental as well as gucidental 
scholars. 

117. The effect accrued from the period (Dasa) 
of a planet is sometimes either modified or intensified 
by the effect of the Gocara or Vedha position of 
the planets. Thus, no correct prediction can be made 
without taking into consideration the Gocara and 
Vedha inftuence of a particular planet at a particular 
time. : 
117A. Unfortunately, no author except Varaha- 
mihira has given detailed information on the subject 
of Gocara phala. The authors of the Phala Dipska 

and the Daivagnakamadhenu devote one . 
Gocara chapter each in their works for discussion 
Paddhati of the subject but they seem to have mostly 
in in Jyotisa endorsed the opinion of Varahamihira.

The ninth Rasi (meaning 
the ninth House from the position of the Moon in 
the Radix) being a Trikona House, the position of 
Mars ( which is a friendly planet to the Moon ) 
therein, would be beneficial to the native. Examining 
this matter with the. western point of view, the 
ninth Rasi boing in trine aspect (120) to the Rasi 
occupiede by the Moon in the Radix is highly beneficial 
to the native. Thus, the view of the author of the 
Daivagnakamadhenu stands on a strong. ground 
Varahamihira and his followers, it seems, have not 
taken the ninth Rasi as favourable because they do 
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not consider the Anupacaya Houses occupied by the 
malgfics (the Sun, Mars and Saturn) in their transit 
as béneficial to the native.

Bhattotpala in his commentary on the 
Brhajjataka (\X-8) raises a question regarding:the 
reconciliation of the Astakavarga Phala with the 
Gocara phala. Though Varahamihira does not touch 
this point either in his Brhajjataka or Brhat 
Samhita Bhattotapla presumes that the former is 
of the opinion that the Gocara phala of the planet 
is dependent on its Astakavarga phala, so much so 
that if the Gocara Rasi through which a planet. is ~ 
passing during its transit does not possess five or 
more Bindus in the Astakavarga of the planet. the 
planet would not yield any good result expected 
of its Gocara phala. Vaidyanatha goes to the 
extent of saying that even if a planet is passing 
through a Vedha Raéi it would be beneficial to the 
native if the Rasi owns five or more Binds in the 
Astakavarga of the planet.?* 

"126. Thus the popular idea and practice of 
predicting events solely from the Gocara phala of 
a planet is not correct and it can not be justified 
on any ground as no Gocara phala of the planet 
can be ascertained without knowing the Astaka- 
varga. phala_ of the planet in that particular Rasi.

The effect of 
a planet can be ascertained only after . 
knowing the Astakavarga phala of that planet 
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In a way, the Gocara:phala and the Astakavarga 
phala are supplementary to each other and no 
corréct prediction can be made without considering 
them togather. In other words, Astakavarga is a 
joining bridge between two independent metheds the 
Jataka. Paddhati, and the Gocara Paddhati, for 
judging the future of the native.+* 


According to Varahamihira, if the Moon is

He holds that the native in such a case is 
a liar, of drinking and thieving habits and ‘devoid ~ 
of brothers and relatives?°.

Kumbha author of the Mansagars Paddhati 
Rasz. considers this position of the Moon as 


very good and opines that a native 
in such a case becomes generous, wealthy, having an 
inclination towards acquiring religious merits and 
learned??. The view of Varahamihira seems to 
have been based on the consideration that as the 
Kumbha Raéi is the eighth when reckoned from the 
Rasgi 6wned by the Moon Viz., the Karkata Radi, 
birth with the Moon in this Rasi is not favourable. 
But when reckoned from the starting point of the 
Zodiac i. e. the .Mesa_ Rasi, the Kumbha is the 
eleventh Rasi and the Moon, on this consideration, 
may be considered as having a favourable effect 
on the native. Thus the view of the author of the 
Manasagari Paddhati may be taken as a 
correct view.

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130. It may be stated that the effect of the 
Moon is not judged solely from the Nakéatra or the 
Rasi through which she is passing at the time of 
birth, but the House she occupies, the aspect of 
other planets, if any, and some other (factors are - 
also to be considered while determining her effect 
and hence the Nakstra Phala and the Rasi Phala of 
the Moonis not of much importance. It is, therefore, 
not thought fit to describe in details the Phala of 
the Moon in all the Nakstras and the Rasis in this 
Essay. Only the points on which the authors on 
Jyotisa differ from each other are touched and 
disscussed here.

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Chapter XI 


FORTUNE AND PROFESSIONS. 


“‘The wise man rules his stars, the fool obeys 
them.” This is a very popular saying. Though it 
means to condemn the science of Jyotisa, its latent 

meaning pays the highest tribute to that 
Man makes science. It mans that a man must make 
or mars his the right selection of profession for his 
own destiny. prosperity. If he selects a job foreign 

to his natural affinity and liking he will 
ruin his career and mar his fortune., while by 
making a wise selection of suitable profession he 
will make a good fortune. The planetry posiiton in 
the Radix indicates the ways by which the native 
can make a fortune. If one avails of the astrological 
advice in respect of selection of profession, the 
gates of fortune will open for him and he will also 
shine out by adorning the things he touches. 
‘Similarly, the selection of a bride on astrological 
advice will make one’s marital life happy and 
pleasant. This is how a man can either make or 
amar his own destiny.

135. Varahamihira further points out that it is 
very essential to see whether a planet influencing 
the matters {regarding the profession of the native 
occupies a House owned by itself or occupies a 
House owned by a friendly planet or one owned 
by an enemy planet, A planet situated in its own 
House gives wealth by one’s own efforts, one, 
situated in a friend’s House gives wealth from a 
friend while one situated in an enemy’s House gives 
wealth from an enemy.‘ Mr. Thaker thinks that 
planets badly situated give less profit after much - 
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struggle while planets situated in good positions 
makg the way of earning very smooth and prove 
more “fruitful than expected® It is also stated that 
the Sun when exalted gives pleanty of wealth to the 
native by his own valour. If benefics powerful by 
virtue of their positions are situated in the eleventh, 
first and the second Houses they give wealth through 
a number of sources.° 


2 136. According to the western school of astro- 
logy, the tenth House, the Ascendent, the planet 
nearest the Sun or one oriental to the Sun and the 
positions of the majority of the planets determine 
the nature of the profession suitable to the native. 
If the majority of the planets are situated in the 
Airy Signs the native would succeed in the employ- 
ments like housebuilding,. agriculture, bricklaying 
and other professions which mainly deal with earth. 
Similarly, if there are many planets in the Fiery 
Signs the native would succeed in professions of 
smiths, mechanic, cattle dealer, horsebreader and 
and other professions connected with armies and 
dangerous pursuits. Watery signs occupied by many 
planets show tendencies towards professions of 
publicants, browers, fisherman, sailor or wine 
merchants. The Scientific Signs when occupied by 
many planets, produce clerks, writers, and persons 

following literary or scientific pursuits. Persons dealing 
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in clothes and auctioners are also governed by the 
Scientific Signs. Thus, much importance is attached 
to: the different classes of Signs occupied by the 
majority of planets or one most powerful planets in 
the map as stated above. It is said that if many 
planets are oriental or above the earth, # will be 
lucrative and. eminent for the native in regard to 
employment on his own behalf but in case the 
plantets are occidental or under the Earth, the 
native will work for others during his life, thus 
remaining in obscurity and be the faithful servant 
of others,

137. The western authors add some more 
professions of the planets to those mentioned above. 
According to them, Mrcury also governs the 
professions of writers, authors, accountants, 
teachers, stationers, ‘booksellers, and those who 
live on stipend or salary. Venus also denotes 
employments connected with wine, dress, ornaments, 
perfumary, flowers, stage singing and fine arts etc... 
Mars produces soldiers, cooks, butchers, shipwrights, 
carpenters and persons engaged in the work of 
fire or iron. Jupiter denotes lawyers, councillors, 
Divines, clothiers, tailors, high Officials like Revenue 
Officres and judges.and also-public characters. Saturn 
governs printers agriculturists and sextons, When 
Saturn is in Sextile or Trine aspect with Jupiter 
in the map, it denotes Divines. ‘Hershel denotes 


uncommon professions like : astrologers, antiquarians, 
_Suriousity dealers etc.,, 
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138. The westerners attach much importance to 
theeaspects of the planets in deciding the question 
of employment. They opine that the. conjunction or 
any other bad aspect of Mercury, Mars and Saturn 
leads the native to thieving, forging and such 
unlawful * pursuits. Conjunction of Venus, Mercury 
and’ Mars: produces’ sculpters, painters, artists and 
eni-ravers, The Sun, if aspected favourably by Saturn 
or Hershal gives employment in the State or civil

143 The ninth House is technically known as 
Bhagya Bhavan or the House of Pate According to 
the Hindoo belief the birth of a son is the dawn 
of good luck to a Hindoo lady. Life of a woman 
without a son is considered as futile and. barren. 
Thus to a Hindoo lady, son is the greatest and the 
only good fortune in her life. The ninth House 
which is a House of Bhagya is, therefore, in view 
of the above belief effective in matters relating to 
children in the case of femles. Secondly, the ninth 
House is also called the Dharma Bhavana or the 
House of religion. The first son in the Hindoo 
Dharma Sastras is called Dharma Putra as by his 
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birth, it is believed, the parents are resctted from 
the hell natned “PUM”. Thus, whether a woman 
will have a son or not and the age at which. the 
birth of the first son can be expected® can. be 
determined from the ninth House. The fifth House 
of cour8e, will determine the number of children, 
their general happiness and their death. It may be 

- obseved that the first, fifth and the ninth Houses 
are in trine to each other and no true results in +

144. According to Mantreswara, matters rela-

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Authors on Jyotisa differ in their opinions in 
respect of the effect of certain Signifactors of 
Character. The points on which there is such 
difference of opinion have been left blank in the 
above table. 


By avery careful examination of the subject we 
can derieve the following general rules regarding, 
the effect of the Signifactors of Character. (They are 
the synthetical result of the study of the various 
books on Jyotisa and they are not. found in the 
form of the rules in any of the works on Jyotisa). 


(hb If the rising Sign (Rasi) or the Rasi occup- 
ied by the Moon (Whichever is more powerful) is 
owned by a_ malefic and if the Signifactor of 
Character is also a malefic, the woman will either 
lead an immoral life or will be devoid of happiness 
and pleasures of life. 

(2) If the rising Sign or the Rasi occupied by 
the Moon is owned by a malefic and the Signi- 
factor of Charatter is a benefic planet or Vice- Versa: 


(A) the woman will be chaste and happy in life 
"i the Signifactor of Character is in natural friend- 
ship with the owner of the rising Sign or with the 
owner of the Rasi occupied by the Moon as the 


case may be.,

147. Now, let us consider the difference of 
opinion on the subject under consideration in the 
light of the above observations. According to 
Vaidyanatha, if the rising Sign or the Sign occupi- 
ed by the Moon is owned by Mercury and if Mars 
is the Signifactor of Character the native will be 
blessed with many sons. The views of Varaha- 
mihira, Kalyana Varman, MajitreSwara and others 
differ as they hold that the native born under such 
a planetary influence will be cunning and financ- 
ially miserable in life.* As Mars and Mercury are 
natural friends they’ would not indicate any evil 
effect and hence the view of Vaidyanatha may be 
corsidered as reliable on this point. 


‘148. Similarly, when the rising Sign or the Réai 
Moon is owned by Mercury and Venus is the 
Signifactor of Character, Vaidyanatha thinks that 
the native will be charming and she will acquire 
pleanty of wealth.’ Varahamihira and some of his 
followers differ from this view and state that the 
woman in this case will become a “Public woman”. 
The application of the above rules shows that as © 
Venus and Mercury are friendly palnets the bee! of 
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Vaidyanatha, on this point, also stands on a solid 
Sapir and it is preferrable.* 


149, If the rising Sign is Karkata or if the Moon 
is* posited in that Rasi and the Signifactor of 
Character is Venus, Varahamihira and some other 
authors opine that the native will be of highly 
sensuous nature, Bhattatapala goes to the extent of 
saying that she will become a prostitute.* This view 
is contested by Dhundhiraja and others who hold 
that the native in this case will be chaste and 
faithful to her husband.t° In view of the above 
rules, as the Moon and Venus both are benefic 
planets the view of Dhundhiraja must prevail. The 
woman in this case must be chaste and oe 


happy life. 

150. The author has come accross “some 
nativities of this type. A highly typical illustration is 
shown below. 
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In the above nativity, the Moon is posited in 
Karkata her own Rasiin the Ascendent and has 


occupied the Trinsansga of Venus. Thus, Venus is 
the Signifactor of Character for the native. The 


Moon being posited in her own Rasi is more powerful 
than the-Ascendent. In view of this planetary’ position, 


it may be observed that the Moon in the Ascendent 
in the RaSi owned by herself signifies beauty and 


charming appearence. Venus being the Signifactor 
of Character and assuming a prominent position 
in the Ascendent indicates highly sensuous nature 
of the native. The effect is intensified by Rahu in 
the seventh House and this leads the native to 
corrupt and addulterous life. According to the above 
rules, the effect should have been otherwise and 
contrary to the views of Dhundhiraja and others 
mentioned above. But it must be remembered that 
the Moon. and Venus both favour luxuries and show — 
tendencies towards excess of sexual pleasure. The 
Rasi owned by the Moon and the position of Venus 
in the Ascendent lead the native towards excessivive 
sexual pleasure. If Karkata were not in the rising and 
if Venus would not have occupied the Ascendent the 
things would have been otherwise. Though the above 
nativity apparently seems to depart from the rules me:

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151. Similarly, if the rising Rasiis Karkata and 
the Moon is posited in this Rasi and Jupiter is the 
Signifactor of Character according to Vaidyanatha, 
the native will have short longevity and no sons.11 
Dhuhdhiraja opines that the native. in this case 
will be a wirtuous lady., but he remains silent in 
regard te the effect.on longevity and progeny of 
the native.1? Here also, the above rules will side 
with the view of Dhundhiraja as Jupiter and the 
Moon are friends to each other and are benefics. 


152. The conjunction of Venus and the Moon 
in the seventh House when the rising Sign is owned 
by Saturn or by Mars, makes the native a prostitute 
in the company of her mother. Varahamihira states 
the rule as under: 

alas oman Been mar ee Gast mes 18 


Mr. Subrahmanya Sastri differs from Bhattotapala ia 
his interpretation of the words “SUKRENDU” in the 
above verse. The former opines that the words 
mean “either the Moon or Venus ”, while 
according to Bhattotapala they mean “the Moon 
in conjunction with Veuus”. Mr. Sastri on the basis 
of the above interpretation states that if the birth 
is at day time Venus must have been situated in 
the seventh House and if the birth is at night time 
the Moon must have occupied the seventh House 
so as to show the effect mentioned above. The 
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rules of grammar supports the interpretation of the 
words “SUKRENDU” as “the Moon in conjuncfion 
with Venus” and hence the view of Bhattotapala 
is correct on the face of it. The authors of the 
Saravali, Bhava Prakasa and Jatakabharana also 
suppor, the view of Bhattotapala ande thus, it 
seems that, even traditionally the meaning of the 
words in question is understood as Utpala has done.1* 


153. In a book entitled as the Strijataka and 
published by the Venkateswara press, Bombay we 
find a verse as under:'® 

HARY Ga GSAS aa aka geatsessecc 

It means that the conjunction of the Moon and 

Mercury in the seventh House when the 
Woman Signin the Ascendent is owned by 
turning Out Saturn or by Mars the native turns out 
a prostit' to be prostitute in company of her 
ute. mother. Here the conjunction of Mercury 

and not that of Venus with the Moon 
is spoken of as bringing the above result. This may 
be taken as an additional Yoga rather than as a 
contradiction. | 


154. Varshamihira ‘states that if there is the 
Navamansa of Mars in the seventh House aspected 
by Saturn, the woman will have diseased womb.** 
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Maatreswara, Kalyana Varman and Dhundhiraja 
deseribe this Yoga in a slight different way.+* Accor- 
ding “to Mantregwara and others, if the Rasi in the 
seventh House ise, owned by Saturn Mars or the Sun 
the Navamanga of the seventh House is owned by 
Saturn, Mars or the Sun the native will suffer from 
the disease of the womb!* Dhundhiraj thinks that 
if Mars is posited in the seventh House in the aspect 

- of Saturn it will bring the above result.1° These 
different views may be taken as alternatives rather 
than as contradictions as they differ only in description 
rather than on principle. 


155. Dhundhiraja in his Jatakabhtrana observes 

that if the Moon is posited in any of 

Woman the barren Signs Viz., Simha, Kanya or 
remaining Vrécika the woman will bear only afew 
barren on sons.2° Mantreswara and Kalyana Varman 
account of add one more Rasi to this and state that 
ceratin Vrsabha and the above three Rasis bring 
planetary that resuit.2+ According to the western 
positions. astrologers, Simha and Kanya are consid- 
ered to be barren Signs and the presence 
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of. any one of these Rasis on the cusp of the fifth 


House or ron that of the eleventh House is ‘not 
favourable to the native for having many children.2? 


156. It is interesting to note at this -place that 
it’ is believed in astrology that any benefic situated 
in the fifth House (in the nativity of a male) 
is beneficial to the native in regard to children 
while a malefic posited in this House indicate the 
adverse effect.2* MantreSwara modifies this rule and 
states that in this case when the malefic is the owner 
of the House or when it is exalted it is highly 
beneficial to the native for the purpose while the 
benefic owning this House or when exalted in the fifth 
House proves unfavourable in respect of children.?*

; THE TAJIKA. ee 

157. The word Tajika is not of Sanskrit origin 
and the word itself indicates that this branch of 
Jyotisa has been imported into India from, some 
foreign country. The words Muntha, Ikkavala, 
Itthasala etc., found in the Tajika are als> foreign 
to the Sanskrit language. Balabhadra in his 
Hayanaraina observes that the words are adopted 
from the criginal Arabic science (in Parasi language) 
and.that the science was brought in Sanskrit with 
some of the words in their original terminology.’ 
As Mr. Sankara Balkrigna Dixit believes, the science 
was brought into India along with the Muslim Rule 
after the .Saka year 1209.2 This admission of a 
foreign word to the Indian thought without any 
alterations or modifications even in its termonology 
so as to claim as an original invention of the land, 
supplies ample proof of the liberal and assimilating 
spirit of the people of India in rejard to learning. If 
Mr. Dixit’s belief that the Tajika was brought into 
India after the advent of the Muslim Rule in the 
country is correct, it is truism to say that there is 
a positive gain to India as far as the Science of Jyotisa 
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is concerned, and the loss India has sustained at 
the hands of the mohomedan rulers due to their 
intolerent nature towards the Hindoo arts‘ and 
sciences was compensated, though partially, by the 
introduction of a new branch of Jyotisa in the 
Indian science during the same rule. As the authors 
on Jyotisa complain, if India’s loss during the 
mohomedan regime is great, equally great is her 
gain in the new knowledge of the Tajika system 
and the Indian scholars have not failed to admit 
their indebtedness to the Yavanas for the new 
thought they have received from them i. e. from 
the Yavanas. This also shows that the Indian mind 
is always open to any new light that may come 


from any quarter either from an enemy or from 
a friend. ° 


158. The Tajika or the Hayana school as it is 
called, gives us the science of day to day predictions 
for a year from the calculations based on the 
movement of the Sun in the Zodiac in relation to 

his position in the Radix. This system is 
What ts very useful in knowing the daily incidents 
Tajika of life. With the help of this method, one 

can predict events that are likely to 
happen within a year in particular months and on a 
particular: day or days. This system supplements the 
Jatka system which gives a very general idea of 
things which are to happen during the period ora - 
sub-pericd of a planet (which is some times very 
long and which can not exactly specify the date or 


the month of the cccurance of the event which ‘is 
\jkely to happen’.

159 Just like the Jataka system, we find, in the 
. Tajika also, the Dasas of jhe planets 
Dasas in (in which 36) days of a year are 
the Tajtka. distributed between nine planets). The 
influence of a planet, it is believed, is 

mostly félt during the period of the planet. - 
160. The Ascendent of the Radix is shown as 
progressing at the rate of two degrees 


Muntha and thirty seconds per month i. e five 
seconds in a solar day and the position 


of the Radix calculated according to the progress 
is marked in the figure for the year and it is called 
as Muntha by the Tajika authors. (vide yafaemaana 
maracafa gaia a afeear: | aaaca P 31). 
161. The Bhava Phala of the planets in the 
* ‘Tajika differs some what from that of 
Bhava the Jataka system. This is because the 
Phala in system of the Tajika comes from a 
the Jataka different country and the Indian authors 
and the while borrowing that system have remined 
Tajitka faithful to its original source. The author 
systems. of the Tajskabhusana tries to explain 
away the difference of views between 


*the Hindoo Jataka and the Muslim Tajika by saying 


that in the Kali age the view of Yavana is final 
authority® and remarks that he has based his 
work on the authority of Yavana.* 
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162. According to Ganesa Daivagiia, Mars in 
the ninth House - is not favourable to the native? It 
leads the subject to sinful deeds, quarrels’ with 

kinsmen and adverse fate.© The author 


Effect of of the Hayanaratna differs from this 
Marsitt theview and states that this position of 
ninth Ho- Mars is favourable for religious merits 
use. as well as for the progress of-the fortune 


of the subject, Similarly, the ‘above 
authors differ in their views in regard to the effect 
of the Sun, Saturn and Rahu in the ninth House.® 
In opinion of the author of the Tajikabhusana the 
malefics in the ninth House are not supposed to 
bear any good fruits for the native, while the auth- 
or of the Ha@yanaraina thinks that the -malefics 
are highly favourable to the native when they are 
posited in the ninth House. The former view, it 
seems, is based on the consideration that as the 
ninth House governs matters relating to religion, 
the malefics in this House are not favourable 
for any purpose when they are posited in that 
House (which is of benefic nature). The latter 
author, it seems, has based his view on the consi- - 
deration that the ninth House being a Trikona 
House the planets either benefics or malefics gain 
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strengh while posited in this House and that they 
are, therefore, favourable to the native for all 
purposes. This view is based on the Jataka system. 
Unfortunately there is nothing before us to verify 
which of, the views is faithful to the orignal Arabic 
Tajika system. The contradictions may, however, 
be reconciled by following the general principles 
in Jyotisa viz.,that the maleficsin the ninth House 
may not prove favourable for acquiring any religious 
merits for spiritual uplift. but that they may be 
highly beneficial to the native in regard to valour and 
high enterprises during the year. It may be stated 
it is believed that if any of the spiritual Signs 
(Dhanus, Makara, Kumbha or Mina) are in the 
rising in the ninth House the subject gets spiritual 
uplift irrespective of the position of the planets in 
the House. Saturn posited in its own Rasi and also 
Ketu in the ninth House indicate spiritual rise. It 
may also be stated that Jaimini considers Ketu 
favourable for salvation to the native.’ 


163. The effect of the position of Saturn and 
Rahu in the ninth House is also desputed. According 
+o the author of the Tajskabhusana these malefics 

in the tenth House bring anxieties from 
Effect of the State affairs and cause loss of wealth 
Saturn & and much of dishonour.* Balabhadra’s

Rahu in view on this point is different., he holds 
the tenth that Saturn and Rahu in the tenth Hotfse 
House. make the subject prosperous through 

marcantile and other sources and they 
bring him honour from the State. If the principles 
of Jataka school are observed, we find that tenth 
House being an Upacaya House, the position of the 
malefics in that House is highly favourable. The 
author of the Tajikabhusana may have considered 
this position of the planets in question as unfavourable 
on the ground that the malefic planet can not yield 


any good results in the Kendra Houses. But if it is 
so, we fail to understand how the learned author 


considers Mars in the tenth House as favourable. If 
we take that the author has strictly followed the 


original Tajika view, the only conclusion we can 


arrive at is that as regards the Bhava Phala of 
planets we can not find any set rules on which the 


system is worked out. The difficulty of solving the 
contradiction under consideration can be passed 


over by saying that the effect of the planets in the” 
House under considerotion may be considered after 
carefully taking into account the aspects and other 
planetary influences working on the planets concerned. 
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164. Mercury in the eighth House, according 
to Ganega Daivagiia, removes all troubles of diseases 
e and enemies, gives wealth from the 
Effect of State and makes the subject happy and 
Mercury in joyful during the year.t° According to 
the eighth the author of the Hayanaratna the 
House. effect of Mercury in this position is 
adverse, It makes the subject to suffer 
from fever, cough and other diseases and causes — 
mental worries and fear from the enemies*? The 
only remarks that can be offered on this difference 
of opinion are that the observations made previously 
in this essay on the point of the Bhava Phala of 
Mercury according to the Jataka systam are also 
applicable to this point (Vide para 76).

The various methods to know 
the date and time of birth of a person with the — 
help of the chart prepared at the time of a query 
is known in the Hindoo Jyotisa by the name of 
Nasta Jataka (lost horoscopy). The most important

warranted.® Taking the literal meaning of the words 
it seems that the remarks of Pandit Sitaram Jha are 
perfectly justified and the view of Utpala on this 
point can not be accepted in absence of any antho- 
rity in his support.

It is very interesting to note that Varahamihira 
specifically states that the method of Nasta Jataka 
-should be followed only for those whose date and 
time of birth or those of conception are not kgown 
-and that the method should not be tried when the 
date and time of birth of the subject are available.? 


_ It is a problem how far and which of the 
methods is successful in finding out the ‘real date 
and time of birth of the subject. The principles on 
which. the method is worked out is not explained 
either by Varahamihira or by his successors and 
hence the truthfulness or otherwise of the method 
can not be determined except by practical experiments. 
Also, it may be stated that we are not given to 
understand which method is more preferable and 
which results should be taken as correct when thé 
results calculated according to different methods vary.

. result of a particular planetary position 
could be observed. it is believed that the Science 
of Jyotisa has its importance and usefulness to the 
extent that it can show the favourable and unfavou- 
rable periods of one’s life with exactness and 
accuracy and that this science has an advantage 
cver the other predictive sciences like palmistry etc., 
.which can not foretell events so precisely as the 
science of Jyotisa does. It is due this only merit 
that the latter science is held very high in - respect 
by the peonles from the vedic times upto day. 


171. No author writing om Jyotisa can neglect 
this interesting topic of the DaSas which is very use- 
ful tor foretelling events. and as such we find in 
most of the works on Jyotisa one or more chapters 
on Dasas and Bhuktis i. e. the periods and sub- 
periods of planet’s influence. 


(72. There are more than one method’! for. : 
determining the Dasas' and Bhyktis. If we start from 
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the earliest work of Varahamihira, we find that the 
Sun, the Moon or the Ascendent wkich 
Varahami- ever is the most powerful in the Radix 
hira’s met- becomes the ruling factor from the date 
hod of of birth of the child. Subsequent to the 
Désas." period of the ruling factor starts the period 
of the planets situated in the Kendra, 
Panafara and the Apoklima Houses respectively,* 
In case of more than one such planets occupying the 
same House, precedence is given to planets in accorda- 
nce with their powerful nature.? If there are more than 
one planets of equal strength, one which bestows mo- 
re life (Ayuh) on the native supercedes those glving 
lesser life.* If there are more than one planets giving 
equal life, one which is not suppressed by the cays ‘of 
the Sun gets preference to the others. 


173. The above method was followed upto the age 
of Kesava Daivagiia the author of the Kasavijataka.

178. Comparing the above two methods of 
distributing 28 Naksatras between the planets -we 
find that there is material contradiction in| regard 
to the riumber of Nakéatras allotted to each planet 
in both the methods as weil as there is a conflict 
in view in regard to the starting Naksatra for the 
Dafa of-each planet and this difference of opinion 
requires a very careful consideration In Jyotisa, 
amongst the nine palnets the Sun is considered to 
be the first. From the vedic times and also in ‘the

.179. The Vingottari method of Daé&s takest20 
years instead of 108 as the total period of all the 
Dagas of the planets.

Similarly, 
we do notfindany explanation in ‘regard ‘ta the 
periods of the .Daéas of the planets fin both the 
methods and hence we are in darkness in renpct 
of the fixation of the periods. 
489. IntheBrhat Parasara, the bathe Pavrijata 
ete, One more method named as Kalacakra Daéa 
is ‘given and in that method different 
Retaviwa periods of longevity for persons ‘born in 
— different Rasis are given. Periods of the 
‘Dasas of the plaets are fixed according 
to ‘the quarters of Naksatras in which the Moon is 
is situated at the time of birth.1° 
*182. We find different methods of DaSas and 
Bhuktis in different works on Jyotisa ‘as stated 
above. Each of the methods totally differs_from the 
rest in its working on principle as well.as in details 
and we. do not find any method which is universally 
accpeted ‘by all the authors on Jyotisa in India. 
Though some authors put mucn stress on the 
Vingoltari system and emphatically discard ‘the 
Astottari one for their system of Phala Jyotisa,'! 
a student of the sciefice, before taking any work of, 
any author as a final word of -authority, should 
carefully study the correctness-of results of every 
method by its practical applicaiton to individual 
cases and thus on practical experience the method 
which gives correct results to one’s satisfaction may 
be accepted and recommended for practice to others. 
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488. Judt like in thé case of the methods -for 
rg working sot the planets’ influence, the 
Principles authors on Jyotiza. differ in ptinciples 
for-deter- determining the effect of the DaSas ef 
inining the the planets. In some works we find that

184. In the opinion of Jivana'ha, the native 
gets material and mental happiness and prospers in 
finances during the period of the Moon, 
Effect of Mercury, Jupiter and Venus, These 
the Dasas planets are also considered beneficial 
of the male- for wife and children. The Dasas of 
fies and the the malefics according to this learned 
benefics. author are. unfavourable in all respects.15 
Dhundhiraja differs from the above view 
on the paint of effect of the DaSas of the malefics. 
According to Jivanatha the native does not get 
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much wealth due to the obstruction of his enemies 
in the period of the Sun# while according, “to 
Dhundhiraja the native earns very much from 
medicines, ammunition, services of a king om a 
‘Brahmin but he spends much of his earnjngs and 
his thotights are unsteady and also suffers from 
physical pain during the same period.t® Jivanatha 
takes the period of Mars as unfavourable to the 
native and holds that the native suffers a great 
loss of wealth during the period+® while according 
to Dhundhiraja the native gains much wealth from 
medicines, animals, a king or from some dew 
enterprise but suffers from some disease in the 
period.1’ Jivanatha thinks that the period of Saturn 
is unfavouable to the native in all respectst® while 
Dhundhiraja holds that the native enjoys all types 
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of worldly happinees in this period but suffers from 
skip diseases during this period.1° The. difference 
in opinion between the above authors on the above 
points is due to the fact that some authors consider 
the “ period of a malefic to be totally unfavourable — 
to the native and the period of the benefic, to be 
good, while the others think otherwise on some 
other grounds. It is very unsafe to think that because 
a planet is a benefic it will show good effect in its 
period and because a planet is a malefic its period 
will be unfavourabe. The correct way of judjing a 
peripd is to consider the position, aspect and relation 
etc., of the planet before arriving at any conclusion. 
A benefic will not be able to show any favourable © 
effect if it is badly posited or is in bad relations 
with other planets having influence on it or is badly 
aspected. Similarly, a malefic may show favourable 
results during its period if it is well posited or is well 
“aspected. Thus, the ‘general’ effect of the DaSas 
narrated by the above authors is of very little use 
for practical purposes as the effect of a_planet’s 
period is to be judged in consideration of the: position 
and aspects of the planets etc. Vaidyanatha and 
Mahadeva have very rightly remarked that whatever 
result is exected from a planet would be achieved 
during the period of the planet.?° 
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_ 185, It is very interesting to. note. the author, of. 
the Lagluparagars’ states that. all the 
TheLaghu- planets: show their effect: cititer gook or 
parasari's bad, not in their own periods but im ifie 
opinion. periad of the planet of “like nature”.™ 
* This. view. is. contradictory to the above. 
view of. Vaidyanatha: and. it deserves: to receive: 
careful consideration: Firstly, what. is “like nature’ is 
not’ defined in the work nor do we' find any statement 
by the author to show which planets are of like nature. 
Secondly, it does not appeal to qur: imagination. how 
a planet. is expected. to show: its. effect in the period, 
of one: with whiclr it-has no concern. Thus, the view 
of the learned author of’ the: Laghuparasart is not 
acceptable. ee

Simtiarly, the Sun in the ninth House is 
also ‘considered to yield adverse effect when it is 
mot exalted or posited in its own Rasi, Thus, 
whatever effect the planet can show in the ninth 
House will be perceived during its period and the 
view of the learned author of the- Saravals can not 
‘be supported on this ground.

The Sub suffers from headache?*. Kalyana 
period of Varman’s view on this point is different. 
Venus in The latter thinks that the native becomes 
the pertod hospitable to Brahmins and gfiests and 
of Mercury also gets the pleasure from luxuries 

like perfumaries etc.,2® during the 
sub period under consideration. It must be , 
remembered that the planetary relations of the 
planets are to be taken into consideration 
before judging the effect of the sub period of 
any planet in the period of a planet. If the 
planet is naturally or radically an enemy of 
the other planet the sub period of the former can 
not show any good effect during the period of the 
latter. Similarly, the sub period of a planet who is 
a friend to another planet may prove beneficial to 
the native during the period of the planet concerned. 
The position of a planet in a particular House, 
aspects of other planets on it and such other factors 
which are to be seen before deciding the general 
effect of a planet are also to be considered before 
judging the effect of its sub period. In light of these 
remarks if, we examine the controversy in question 
we find that the opinion of Ka'yana Varman is not 
correct as Venus is a natural friend to Mercury and_ 
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_the sub period of Venus in the period of Mercury, 
on, this account, may not prove unfavourable to 
the native.

Now, 
applying the above rule, Mars is neutral to Mercury 
and hen¢e if Mars becomes a friend to Mercury in 
its radical planetary relations the effect of his sub 
period would not be too bad but the effect as 
described by Dhuadhiraja would be perceivd if Mars 
iS an ‘enemy of Mercury in its redical relations. It 
must be remembered that Mars and Mercury are 
owning the Signs Mesa and Kanya, in “Sadastaka” 
( Quincunx ) to each other and the sub period ot 
“Mars’'in the period of Mercury can not, on. this 
account, show any good effect even if Mars is a 
friend to Mercury in the radical planetary relations.

acquires religious merits and becomes 
The sub favourite with the king. The author of 
period of the Daivagnakamadhenu states that the 
Jupiiry ‘in native in that case suffers a great loss 
the period of money and from sleeplessness and fear 
of Mercury. from various sources. He also takes this 

_sub period unfavourable for the wife. 
Jupiter being neutral to Mercury in its natural relations 
whatever is said of the sub period of Venus in the 
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period of the Moon in the preceding patagraph 
applies to the point under consideration here. ° 


194. There is difference of opinion between 
Kalyana Varman and the author of the Datvagna-

undertakes.* Applying the above test, we can 
conclude that as Mercury is a natural enemy to 
Jupiter, the effect of the sub period under 


consideration can not be good and the view of 
Kalyana Varman may not be, therefore, accepted | 
on this point.
